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How Madeleine is changing Portugal 


The disappearance of Madeleine McCann is set to go down in history as a groundbreaking event in Portugal. 

Chief Inspector Olegario Sousa and his counterparts at the Policia Judiciaria have come on in leaps and bounds since 
the initial chaotic press conferences given in the first days after Madeieine went missing.

Arriving two hours late for his 
international press debut ad- 
dress did not help his eause with 
the increasingly restless British 
media. And when questions and 
answers in Portuguese domi- 
nated the conference, insult was 
added to injury and his popular- 
ity rating was never going to be 
high. 

T elevision cameramen almost 
came to blows on a couple of oc- 
casions as the chaos persisted at 
Portimao Town Hall, the impro- 
vised setting of the initial press 
conferences. 

Moving the venue of the con- 
ferences to the newly built and 
more spacious Portimao Arena 
was a stroke of genius and in hind- 
sight probably averted what 
could have resulted in an embar- 
rassing skirmish between report- 
ers. 

Tabloids were silently being 
applauded by their broadsheet 
counterparts by saying what 
they could not when using head- 
lines such as “Clueless” and “Not 
a clue” to describe the progress 
and manner in which Portuguese 
police investigations were being 
conducted. 

All the while, local police still 
seemed intent on irritating the 
British press by launching what 
many have since indicated was a 
deliberate campaign to misin- 
form. Whether this lack of co- 
operation was orchestrated in an 
attempt to “play it safe” or 
whether it was based on the fact 
that important information had 
to be withheld due to existing 
laws, the outcome has left a ques- 
tion mark over Portugal ’ s ability 
to act in an emergency, combined 
with the preference for the sta- 
tus quo to avoid change. 

But British reporters were not 
alone in their need to verify infor- 
mation from “police sources”, 
judging by some of the inaccurate 
reporting and endless specula- 
tion in the Portuguese press. 

Meanwhile, the police’s han- 
dling of the affair grabbed inter- 
est and raised concerns at the 
highest level. The Prime Minis- 
ter reportedly called in his very 
best spin doctors to assist in giv- 
ing local police a crash course in 


press relations. 

This appears to have resulted 
in a hurried and belated revision 
of police modus operandi when 
dealing with the foreign press. 

Mr Sousa (or Dr Sousa, as he 
is addressed by Portuguese me- 
dia) has since climbed the popu- 
larity ratings to an extent that 
some British reporters are con- 
templating staging a dinner in his 
honour, once the dust has settled 
in the reporting of this case. 

The fact that the UK media 
have enforced changes here in 
Portugal is undeniable, the real 
question is whether these 
changes will be permanent 
among the 1 ,300 detectives that 
are presently in the service of 


the Policia Judiciaria. 

The Portuguese press, scepti- 
cal by nature, generally appear 
resigned to the fact that the iron 
curtain has been lifted only mo- 
mentarily, and it will come crash- 
ing down once Britain and the 
world move their gaze away from 
Portugal. 

But there are those who have 
sworn to knock harder at the po- 
lice ’s door in the future, taking 
advantage of the dents caused by 
the UK media’s persistent hag- 
gling for information and leads. 

Consensus is, while this has 
been a story that has stirred emo- 
tions the world over, it has admit- 
tedly been enjoyable to report. 

Ian Woods of Sky News ex- 
plained that his efforts and those 
of his colleagues have been con- 
sistently praised by the McCann 
family, those close to them and 
viewers in general, and com- 
mented that “it has been a good 
experience”. 

Sky News by general accord 
set the trend in this case, with its 


reports peaking, as had been 
widely anticipated, the day 
Madeleine McCann turned four. 

Ian Woods was joined by 
Jeremy Thompson, Kay Burley, 
Ana Botting and Amanda 
W alker, as the village of Luz be- 
came the hub of activity on May 
12A 

A pullout en mass was in mo- 
tion the following Monday, when 
the biggest media frenzy to date 
was to take place and keep Por- 
tugal in the headlines. 

A villa fewer than 1 00 hundred 
yards from the crime scene be- 
longing to Robert Murat, the sole 
suspect in the case so far, was 
cordoned off as it emerged police 
had strong evidence pointing to 
his involvement in Madeleine’s 
disappearance. 

But the biggest event of the 
coverage in this case was ironi- 
cally missed by all that had been 
summoned to the Algarve. At 
least half-a-dozen top j oumalists 
had touched down in the UK that 
day, after agreeing with their 


bosses that the case couldbe cov- 
ered from a distance due to the 
lack of progress by police, ac- 
companied by the communica- 
tion drought to keep the story on 
the early pages. 


Most organisations, perhaps 
fearful of missing another 
‘Murat event’ have decided to 
keep minimal required resources 
on the ground so long as the 
McCanns are in the Algarve, 
though this position will prob- 
ably be reassessed at the end of 
the month. 

Commenting as an outsider, 
one facet of the British media 
that stood out was their camara- 
derie and factual reporting, 
which seem to have been greatly 
assisted by their rapid adapta- 
tion to a strikingly different at- 
mosphere than they would have 
been accustomed to back in Brit- 
ain. 

From day one, the journalists, 
be they from the The Sun or The 
T imes, would compare notes to 
ensure the stories they were fil- 
ing for the next day were as ac- 
curate as possible. 

Having worked closely with 
‘Fleet Street’s Finest’ for well 
over a fortnight, it will be much 
easier to encourage aspiring re- 
porters to seek employment in 
the media business. 

It was with great suspicion 
that these reporters were re- 
ceived upon arriving in the Al- 
garve at the beginning of May . 

While most of Portugal (and 
many in Britain, who will share 
the critical views of Simon 
Jenkins at The Guardian - May 
1 8) will still need convincing and 
find this statement peculiar, it 
remains nonetheless true to de- 
scribe the group of journalists 
deployed to Luz village as hon- 
est, humane and excellent ambas- 
sadors for their profession and 
country.

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Girl snatched in Spain 
recovered in Portugal 


An 1 1-year old girl has been 
reunited with her parents after 
she had been kidnapped in the 
southern Spanish city of Malaga 
over the weekend. 

Despite not having been 
alerted by Spanish authorities of 
the girl’s abduction, Portuguese 
police acted swiftly shortly af- 
ter “a suspicious” vehicle that 
had crossed the border into Por- 
tugal, attracted the attention of a 
patrol. 

They managed to confirm that 
the car, with French licence 
plates, had been stolen in Spain. 

The girl was abducted at 
around 02h30 (Portuguese time) 
on Saturday morning while she 
was listening to music in her par- 
ents’ car, who at the time, were 
at a party. 

Seven hours later, in the town 


of Vila Real de Santo Antonio, 
Portuguese police started track- 
ing the vehicle in which she was 
travelling. 

The driver, realising he was 
being tailed, tried to flee, but was 
cornered only a few kilometres 
away as a high-speed chase cul- 
minated at the nearby town of 
Castro Marim. 

Police sources say the man is 
around 20-years-old and is from 
an eastern European country, as 
is his alleged victim. 

Unconfirmed reports say the 
two are both Romanian nationals. 

The girl was handed over to 
Portuguese social services who 
dealt with the formalities in hav- 
ing her reunited with her parents . 

The alleged kidnapper will be 
held at a Portuguese j ail while he 
awaits trial. 


While they enjoy completely

Spanish child abuse 
fugitives detained in F aro 

Portuguese police have arrested a couple who had 
escaped a 17-year jail term handed out in Spain after they 
were convicted of sexually abusing their own daughters. 


According to police sources, 
the couple, he 44 and she 36, par- 
ticipated in the sexual abuse of 
their daughters aged five and six. 

The mother did not participate 
in the abuse, but was handed a 
similar jail term for standing by 
while the father molested the 
girls. 

The couple are reported to 


have been living in Faro, though 
it is unclear for how long. The 
mother had found employment at 
a city cemetery and the father 
unemployed. 

Spanish authorities were refus- 
ing to indicate when the couple 
had been convicted and when 
they were officially regarded as 
fugitives.

US assures Portugal 
over air passenger 
data controls 

The head of the United States Department of Homeland 
Security assured Portuguese and Spanish members of 
the European Parliament Monday that data collected on 
airline passengers travelling from Iberia to the US is being 
kept as private as possible. 


Galp Energia of Portugal and 
Brazil’s state-controlled 

Petrobras have signed an accord 
with the Lisbon government to 
explore for oil and gas off the Por- 
tuguese coast in a venture involv- 
ing investment of 400 million 
euros, the LusaNews Agency re- 
ports. The consortium will spend 
four years prospecting and gath- 
ering seismic data from four 
deepwater blocs in upto 5,000 
meters of water, situated about 60 
kilometres west of the fishing port 
of Peniche, north of Lisbon. 

Upto 2.2 billion euros could 
subsequently be invested on oil 
production if commercially viable 
reserves are discovered. 

Petrobras has a 50 percent 
stake in the venture to the 3 0 per- 
cent shareholding of Galp. Partex 
Oil and Gas, owned by the 
Calouste Gulbenkian Lounda- 
tion, controls the rest of the ven- 
ture. The Portuguese state will 
receive seven per cent of the bar- 
rel price of any oil sold and 25 per- 
cent of profits through corporate 
tax. 

Speaking after the signing of the 


agreement, Petrobras CEO Sergio 
Gabrielli said although the ven- 
ture involved “risk”, initial geo- 
logical surveys were “optimistic”. 

Portuguese Energy Minister 
Manuel Pinho, who signed the 
contract with the three-company 
consortium, said the Atlantic hy- 
drocarbon exploration project 
would have important conse- 
quences for his country if oil is 
found. Portugal, currently with- 
out commercial oil or gas produc- 
tion, imports around 85 percent 
of its energy. This cost the coun- 
try about six billion euros in 2006, 
added the minister. 

In a related story, the Algarve 
still awaits news of prospective 
offshore drilling ventures. The 
project has been on ice since last 
February, and authorities in the 
Algarve had grown increasingly 
optimistic that plans of building 
oil platforms off the region ’ s coast 
would remain on paper and not be 
transformed into reality. But re- 
gional officials invited to a parlia- 
mentary meeting in Lisbon in 
March heard that adverse-effects 
oil drilling could have on tourism 


were not a concern of the govern- 
ment. 

Lisbon’s view was verbalised 
by the Energy Director General, 
Miguel Barreto, who said that oil 
exploration in the Algarve has not 
commenced yet solely due to dif- 
ficulties in “reconciling the agen- 
das of Spain ’ s Repsol and Germa- 
ny ’s RWE” to sign Portuguese 
government contracts. 

Meanwhile, Miguel Barreto, 
minimisingtourism concerns, said 
an environmental impact study 
would nonetheless be commis- 
sioned in order to ascertain the im- 
mediate dangers of oil drilling off 
the Algarve’ s beaches. Economy 
Minister, Manuel Pinho, and un- 
like his predecessor, Carlos 
Tavares, is a firm backer of oil ex- 
ploration in the Algarve, and be- 
lieves the maj ority of Portuguese 
share his view. “I am convinced 
most Portuguese would like hav- 
ing oil along the coastline”, simul- 
taneously denying tourism in the 
region would be adversely af- 
fected. The areas in question, 
which cover more than six thou- 
sand square kilometres, known as 


Block 1 3 andBlock 1 4, lie between 
Quarteira and Vila Real Santo 
Antonio. Drilling will take place 
at a depth of 200 metres, with the 
area off the protected Ria F ormosa 
detected with promising indica- 
tions that oil could in fact exist not 
too far from the coastline. 

The initial period for explora- 
tion is over a period of eight years ; 
with a clause existing for future ex- 
tension should both signatories 
believe the proj ect to remain a vi- 
able one. It is estimated that in the 
event of an oil discovery, the state 
will receive 25 cents a barrel in 
Block 1 3 and 1 0 cents in Block 1 4. 
The two blocks have been named 
Lagosta and Lagostim. 

Upon an eventual oil discovery, 
the companies will immediately be 
entitled to a 30-year exploration 
period in the Algarve, which could 
beextendedtoupto55years. This 
particular area of the Algarve has 
already been subjectto searches for 
oil in the past. In 1974, Chevron 
and Challenger were awarded 
short-term contracts andEssoback 
in 1980. However, the two com- 
panies currently in question, while 
seeing fit to spend the money to 
obtain the drilling rights, were the 
sole applicants in a tender launched 
in July 2003. 

Scientists have regularly ex- 
pressed the opinion that Portugal 
contains all the necessary ingredi- 
ents to be an oil producer, but drill- 
ing from Oporto in the north and 
Leiria further south, has to date 
only resulted in the extraction of 
1,600 barrels of oil. 


Speaking in Brussels, Michael 
Chertoff said he wanted to allay 
fears that airline passenger data 
fedtotheUS authorities couldbe 
misused, saying it was helping to 
prevent terrorist attacks. 

“We are not merely collecting 
this for the idle purpose of hav- 
ing a large data base of personal 
data,” he told the MEPs. “Weare 
collecting it because, time and 
again, it is proving to us that it 
enables us to keep dangerous 
people outside the United 
States,”he said, noting that nearly 
four million people fly via Por- 
tugal and Spain to the US each 
year. 

The EU and the US are cur- 
rently working on a new passen- 
ger name record (PNR) agree- 
ment which provides U S law en- 
forcement agencies access to in- 
formation about travellers from 
abroad. 

Currently, 34 pieces of data, 
including credit card and pass- 
port details, e-mail addresses and 
travel itinerary, can be withdrawn 
by the U S Department of Home- 
land Security and shared with 
certain agencies under strict con- 


ditions. 

The arrangement has sparked 
increasing privacy concerns not 
only in Portugal but elsewhere in 
the EU. 

But Chertoff said: “It’s basic 
information, it’s nothing that is 
particularly confidential by its 
very nature. We take this infor- 
mation and run it against lists of 
known and suspected terrorists. 
We use it to analyse links that 
may arise”. 

He pointed out to the MEPs 
that data supplied on a traveller 
from the Middle East in June 
2003 helped to identify him as the 
same individual who carried out 
a suicide bomb attack in Iraq two 
years later. 

Chertoff claimed that if such 
information had been available 
prior to the September 1 1 *, 200 1 
attacks, US authorities would 
have been able to identify 1 1 of 
the 19 suicide hijackers before 
they struck. 

“It is difficult to abandon a 
tool which at minimal cost to civil 
liberty, has the tremendous po- 
tential to save lives,” Chertoff 
concluded.

More than five thousand foreigners have expressed the intention of 
acquiring Portuguese nationaiity since new immigration laws came 
into force last December. 


P rime Minister Jose 
Soerates, in a 
eeremony where he 
personally welcomed 
324 new Portuguese 
nationals, said: “We want them 
to be Portuguese and that they 
assume the best Portugal can 
give to the world”. 

Mr Socrates stressed that new 
immigration laws, especially the 
law of nationality, is a clear break 
away “from a tradition of reser- 
vations and mistrust” in relation 
to foreigners. 

The prime minister added that 
the country “is assuming a pro- 
gressive and inclusive vision” 
which is transforming Portugal 
“into a country that is fairer to 
those who have been here for 
more than five years”. 

At a ceremony in Lisbon on 
Monday, Mr Socrates handed a 
certificate of nationality, a flag 
and a copy of the Portuguese con- 
stitution to 324 new citizens, 
with 284 of these being 1 3 years 
old or younger. 

The youngest being Eustacio 
Urdea, who was bom in Portugal 
three years ago of Moldovan par- 
ents who have been living here 
since 1999. 

Between December 15 and 
April 30, a total of 796 national- 


ity acquisition procedures were 
dealt with by central administra- 
tive services. 

Currently, it takes around 30 
to 36 months to receive approval 
to obtain Portuguese nationality, 
but Mr Socrates remains ada- 
mant that the Home Office is pre- 
pared and equipped to deal with 
an increasing number of nation- 
ality requests. 

Only last week, Portuguese 
lawmakers voted to approve a 
new immigration law aimed to 
streamline applications for resi- 
dency permits and work visas and 
legalise some visa-less foreigners 
living in the country. 

Under Portugal’s new immi- 
gration legislation, family mem- 
bers of foreigners already living 
and working in the country, in- 
cluding children over 18 years, 
will be allowed to j oin their kin. 

Foreign nationals resident in 
Portugal for 1 5 years, those who 
have lived there since the age of 
10 and children who were bom 
there and attending state schools 
will also be legalised under the 
new laws. 

Additionally, foreigners who 
applied for residency status un- 
der an “immigration amnesty” 
from 2003 to 2004 and still in ir- 
regular conditions will be fully 


legalised. 

But the new immigration leg- 
islation has come under fire from 
immigrants ’ rights groups in Por- 
tugal, who say the measures “de- 
fraud the expectations” of thou- 
sands of immigrants while only 
benefiting a small minority. 

In comments to Lusa, T imoteo 
Macedo, spokesman for a plat- 
form of Portugal ’ s immigrant mi- 
norities, said the legislation only 
applied to a small minority of all 
the foreign nationals living and 
working in Portugal. 

Immigrants continue without 
right of appeal against deporta- 
tion orders that are solely made 
by Portugal ’ s SEE border and im- 
migration police and Lisbon’s 
Internal Administration minis- 
try, noted Mr Macedo. 

Paulo Portas, leader of the 
CDS-PP, said his party opposed 
the new legislation by stating that 
it will facilitate human traffick- 
ing networks. 

He argued that Article 5 9 of the 
new law, which stipulates that 
“immigrants become legal as soon 
as they have a declaration from a 
prospective employer”, which 
he says is a gaping loophole that 
will be taken advantage ofby net- 
works exploring immigrants in 
Portugal. 


Call for foreign residents 
to vote in all elections 



The High Commissioner for Migration and Ethnic Minorities 
(ACIME) has demanded that all foreigners residing legally in 
Portugal be given the same voting rights as Portuguese, that is, to 
vote in the legislative, presidential and municipal elections. 


The high commission for 
Migration and Ethnic Minori- 
ties chairman Rui Marques, 
speaking at a seminar entitled 
“Intercultural Dialogue and 
Migrations” said immigrants 
“should participate in demo- 
cratic life and be held jointly 
responsible for the future”. 

Currently, around 50 per- 


cent of all immigrants vote in mu- 
nicipal elections and about 30 
percent vote in European elec- 
tions. 

However, Mr Marques has 
called for the abolition of “reci- 
procity agreements” in voting, 
saying it is unfair to say Ukrain- 
ians cannot vote in Portugal be- 
cause Portuguese do not vote in 


Ukraine, as only a handful of 
citizens reside in the former 
Soviet Republic. 

He concluded by arguing 
that immigrants who have been 
residing in Portugal for more 
than five years, who pay taxes 
and abide by the country’s 
laws, have earned the right to 
vote in elections.

As the smoke settled this week and 
police and investigators surveyed the 
damage and causes of a fire, which 
swept through the famous 19th Century 
ship Cutty Sark, comes news that it spent 
its prime years in the service of Portugal, 
where it was called the Ferreira and later 
the Maria do Amparo. 


At then end of the 19* Cen- 
tury, as steamships started be- 
come the norm, the Cutty Sark 
was becoming increasingly less 
profitable and her owners decided 
to sell her. 

It was after the ship returned 
to the UK from Brisbane, Aus- 
tralia in 1895, that Jock Willis 
sold her to a Portuguese firm, J. 
Ferreira & Co. for £2,100, who 
still believed the Cutty Sark had 
many nautical miles left in her. 

With the sale the Cutty Sark 
to its Portuguese entrepreneurs, 
it was renamed the F erreira. 

On the official website 
t www.cuttysark.org.uk) of the 


Cutty Sark it explains how the 
Ferreira tramped various cargoes, 
mainly between Portugal and her 
empire, and was a regular visitor 
to Rio de Janeiro, New Orleans, 
Mozambique, Angola and the 
UK. 

In the twentieth century she 
traded regularly between 
Oporto, Rio de Janeiro, New 
Orleans and Lisbon, and her crew 
claimed she was still capable of 
doing sixteen knots. 

In October 1915 Portugal de- 
clared war on Germany, which 
meant that the ship was in con- 
stant danger of being sunk by 
enemy naval activity. She sur- 
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Firemen work on the Naval Clipper, The Cutty Sark after it suffered from a serious fire in London on 
Monday. One of Britain’s maritime treasures, the 19th-Century ship was engulfed in flames at dawn as 
firefighters rushed to the scene.

vived unscathed until May 1916, 
when the rolling of the ship in bad 
weather led to the dismasting of 
the main mast and everything 
above the fore lowermast and the 
mizzen top-masts. 

Badly damaged, Ferreira was 
towed into port, arriving at Ta- 
ble Bay in Cape Town, South 
Africa. 

The cost and rarity of ad- 
equate masts and yards, due to 
the war, meant that she was con- 
verted into a barquentine (fore 
and aft rig) over an eighteen- 
month period at Cape Town. 

By January 1922 Ferreira ran 


into a Channel gale, and the cap- 
tain put into Falmouth harbour 
to repair the damage. Wilfred 
Bowman, a retired windjammer 
skipper and owner of the train- 
ing ship Lady of Avenel, saw the 
ship and set out to buy her. 

However, she returned to Lis- 
bon without further mishap and 
was sold to a new Portuguese 
owner who changed her name to 
Maria do Amparo. 

But Bowman still wanted the 
ship, and at a price of £3,750 
(more than she was worth even 
in 1895) she was brought back to 
Falmouth. 


In Becember 1954 the Cutty 
Sark was towed into a specially 
constructed dry dock at Green- 
wich. 

Three years of painstaking 
restoration work followed, tak- 
ing the ship back to her tea clip- 
per appearance. She has re- 
mained in Greenwich, in her dry- 
dock, to this day. 

Since her official opening in 
1957 by the Queen, Cutty Sark 
has been visited by over 1 5 mil- 
lion people from all over the 
world. Visitors to the ship may 
have noticed the word ‘ escudos ’ 
carved into the woodwork. 


Portugal set to lose control of its 
military R&D programmes 


Under proposals an- 
nounced last week by the Eu- 
ropean Commission, Portugal 
will no longer have direct con- 
trol over its research and devel- 
opment programmes concern- 
ing new military equipment 
such as air and sea defence sys- 
tems. 

At a meeting of European 
Union foreign ministers in 
Brussels it was agreed that EU 
countries must make a move 
to pool their defence re- 
sources by adopting a com- 
mon strategy to manage the 
business aspects of EU de- 
fence policies and bring an end 
to the current “patchwork 
approach” employed across 
the 27-nation bloc. 

The Befence T echnological 
and Industrial Base (BTIB) 
strategy is aimed at establish- 
ing a common EU defence fu- 
ture in areas such as research and 
development whereby Portu- 
gal, together with the other 
member states, would pool 


their defence budgets concerning 
the production of future military 
hardware. 

The strategy commits Portu- 
gal’s government to clarify its 
defence industry priorities and to 
help identify future key military 
technologies. The BTIB pro- 
gramme would also make it easier 
and more profitable for EU mem- 
ber states to club together as one 
unit to tender for overseas mili- 
tary equipment contracts rather 
than on an individual basis, as is 
presently the case. 

“We canno longer decide on the 
equipment we need on a purely 
national basis, and then pursue 
separate national research and 
development programmes,” said 
EU foreign policy chief Javier 
Solana. 

“This approach is no longer 
economically sustainable and, in 
a world of multinational opera- 
tions, it is operationally unac- 
ceptable too,” he added. 

The strategy, according to 
Solana, would not mean the crea- 


tion of “a fortress Europe, ex- 
cluding imports from, or coop- 
eration with, overseas defence 
industries”. 

A spokesman for the Euro- 
pean Commission told the AFP 
News Agency that given the 
difficulties EU member states 
are experiencing in coordinating 
their defence markets, it is 
“only natural and necessary for 
Europeans to cooperate more 
closely to ensure the future of 
their own military technologi- 
cal and industrial base”. 

According to the European 
Commission, the BTIB would 
allow the EU to operate more 
independently of the United 
States in defence matters. 

Since the turn of the century 
Erance has been leading efforts 
to establish a strong European 
defence identity more distinct 
from the joint EU-US North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation. 
The emergence of the BTIB 
would suggest that this is now 
becoming a reality. 
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Portugal looks to 
protect its 
pension schemes 


In the wake of the collapse of 
several pension schemes across 
Europe in the past 15 years that 
have left thousands of retirees fac- 
ing financial ruin, Portugal last 
week signed up to a new set of 
guidelines designed to protect the 
rights of pensioners. 

The 42 countries belonging to 
the Organisation for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
(OECD), of which Portugal is a 
member, agreed last week new 
guidelines for governments and 
regulators designed to improve 
how certain types of pension 
funds are run with a view to mak- 
ing employees’ pensions more 
secure. 

The OECD guidelines onEund- 
ing and Benefit Security in Occu- 
pational Pensions contain a series 
ofrecommendations concerning 
regulation of the funding of occu- 
pational pension schemes. 

Such schemes are fairly com- 
mon in Portugal and also popular 
in Canada, Germany, Japan, the 
Netherlands, Britain and the 
United States, though many are 
closed to new employees. 

“People are living longer and 
need to be sure that their pensions 
are safe,” OECD Secretary Gen- 
eral Angel Gurria told the AEP 
news agency. 

Issues coveredby the guidelines 
include the funding and valuation 
of pension plans and protection 


of employees’ interests in com- 
pany schemes in the event of their 
employer or the company that 
manages their plan going bank- 
rupt. 

Under the guidelines, Portu- 
gal’s tax authorities will be called 
upon to consider raising maximum 
funding levels in order to allow 
pension funds to build up reserves 
that will protect them against a 
downturn in asset values. 

Government regulators in Por- 
tugal will also be responsible for 
guarding againstthe impact of cor- 
porate bankruptcy by promoting 
funding levels high enough to en- 
sure that a fund’ s assets can meet 
its potential liabilities. 

Portugal’s pension funds will 
be encouraged to estimate more ac- 
curately their liabilities, for exam- 
ple by allowing for increasing life 
expectancy andforthe adjustment 
of benefits in line with the cost of 
living indexation. 

Regulators will also set areason- 
able maximum timeframe, such as 
seven years, for the reduction of 
any funding gap and put in place 
rules that determine to what extent 
the employer is responsible for 
filling any funding gap if apension 
plan is forced to close down. 

The OECD’s proposals build 
on a body of research carried out 
over the past six years involving 
trade unions, the pensions indus- 
try and businesses.

It says that in three years 
time, average pensions will 
have been cut by 3.1 percent, 
while in 2080 reductions will 
have already reached 41 per- 
cent in comparative terms. 


A report published this 
week has predicted that follow-

According to a study on the 
sustainability of the social secu- 
rity system by the Bank of Por- 
tugal, the average pension in 23 
years would have been the 
equivalent to 144 percent of the 
minimum wage had the govern- 


ment not implemented its un- 
popular reforms in 2006. 

In 2005, the average pension 
was 118.8 percent of the national 
minimum salary. 

The study further predicts 
that should no additional reforms 
be made to the social security 
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New buildings for 
Portimao contradict 
existing laws

In force since 1991, the Mu- 
nicipal Directory Plan (PDM) 
prohibits the construction of 
buildings higher than five sto- 
reys in certain areas throughout 
the municipality and which re- 
portedly include Casteio da 
Rocha. 

Despite this, it is possible that 
the go-ahead will be given as the 
initial project and respective li- 
censing (alvard) was passed in 
1 986, when regulations permit- 
ted the 1 8 -storey height. 


Now the debate lies as to 
whether present construction 
should obey the current PDM, or 
follow laws from when the origi- 
nal project was passed. 

Portimao Planning Councillor 
Jose Francisco Sobral, told The 
Portugal News that when the 
1991 PDM was instigated, “ex- 
isting and previously approved 
alvards were taken into account 
and can be considered exceptions 
to the present law”, therefore 
meaning the building ’ s construc- 


tion could progress unaffected. 

It is also predicted that, 
should the four new towers 
reach completion, it will entail 
a population of 1 ,3 5 0 residents 
in the space of 18,000 square 
metres, surpassing the maxi- 
mum of 200 homes per hectare 
presently stipulated by the 
current PDM. 

Population density will 
therefore be nearly four times 
higher than that dictated by the 
1991 law. 
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New EU law for 
Portuguese 
driving abroad 


New rules signed off last 
week by the European 
Parliament will simplify 
legal procedures 
concerning car drivers 
involved in car crashes in 
European Union member 
states other than their own. 

For instance, a Portuguese 
driver involved in a crash with a 
German driver in Italy will face 
civil legal action under Italian law. 
According to a European Com- 
mission spokesman, the new law 
will simplify existing legislation, 
which to say the least, he said, is 
open to many interpretations and 
practically impossible to apply. 

The new law also stipulates 
that if the Portuguese and German 
drivers involved in the car crash 
in Italy both live in France, then 
French law will apply. 

The rules, as well as simplify- 
ing the present system, are also 
designed to avoid so-called “fo- 
rum shopping” whereby claim- 
ants seek to have their case heard 
under what they consider to be 
the most favourable legislation. 

The rules could also apply in 
the case of defective products 
bought by EU citizens in mem- 
ber states other than their own 
and also in the case of environ- 
mental damage. 

In the event of an environmen- 
tal accident the jurisdiction will 
lie where the damage has been 
caused. For example, if a factory 
in Portugal pollutes a town in 
Spain, the case will be held ac- 
cording to Spanish law. 

“Following lengthy negotia- 
tions, we have succeeded in at- 
taining a compromise which will 
bring significantly more legal cer- 
tainty and clarity to the citizens 
of Europe” involved in car 
crashes, according to a statement 
issued by the European Com- 
mission. 

The deal, known as Rome II, 
comes after almost four years of 
negotiations between member 
states and the European Parlia- 
ment. It is expected to come into 
force at the start of 2009. 

Traffic accidents represent the 
majority of cross-border dis- 
putes involving Portuguese citi- 
zens. 

British MEP Diana Wallis, 
who piloted the legislation 
through the European Parlia- 
ment, described the deal as “his- 
toric”. 

“It is the first time parliament 
has dealt with such an instrument 
in co-decision. The first but not 
the last,” she added. 
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EU SNIPPETS 

Malta Moves Closer to Adopting Euro 

The European Commission recommended last week that Malta 
joins Europe’s common euro currency at the start of next year. A 
draft Commission report states that “Malta has sufficiently con- 
verged towards EU levels and the criteria set in the EU Treaty to 
adopt the euro on January U‘, 2008”. The report goes on to say: 
“We are really impressed with the way the Maltese government 
has handled the process. The Maltese economy and its public fi- 
nancial situation has made remarkable progress in the last three 
years”. Malta’ s inflation level is under control and expected to slow 
further. The country was the smallest member to join the EU in 
May, 2004. It joined the Exchange Rate Mechanism II in April, 
2005 , and the exchange rate at the time was set at one euro to 0.42930 
Maltese lira. 

EU Backs University Holocaust Ban 

A spokesman for the European Commission said Monday that 
Brussels gave its full support to the banning by an Italian university 
of a planned lecture by a controversial French professor on Holo- 
caust denial. Professor Robert Faurisson, who has been convicted 
five times in France for denying crimes against humanity, was due to 
speak at the University of Teramo in central Italy as part of a Mas- 
ters course in Middle East studies. The University’s Professor 
Moffa, who organised the lecture, told the Italian newspaper La 
Stampa that if the EU was “convinced of the truth why don’t they 
come and pull Faurisson to pieces”. The Simon Wiesenthal Centre 
issued a statement saying that the invitation to F aurisson was a piece 
of “perverse propaganda to initiate a new generation of anti- 
Semitism”. EU interior ministers agreed last month to make it an 
offence to question or greatly trivialise crimes of genocide. 

EU Seeks Changes to Swiss Corporate Tax Rules 

The European Commission has again asked Switzerland to 
change its corporate tax rules, objecting that some Swiss regions 
offer unfair tax advantages to companies ’ profits made in the EU. 
The Commission considers that such tax regimes amount to state 
aid for some Swiss-based firms, which goes against the grain of a 
1972 EU-Swiss accord. The EU’ s executive armhad already asked 
Switzerland in February to change its corporate tax rules. The 
Commission has received the full backing of all EU member states 
to find a mutually acceptable solution to the problem with the Swiss 
government. The question of corporate tax breaks is a very sensi- 
tive issue among Swiss voters and it is more than likely that any 
negotiations between Bern and Brussels will be delayed until after 
Switzerland' s federal elections in October. 

Lisbon to Speed Up Croatia’s EU Membership 

Portuguese F oreign Minister Luis Amado said last week that Lis- 
bon would try to speed up the integration of Croatia and other Bal- 
kan nations into the European Union when it takes over the bloc’s 
presidency in July. “W e are very much concerned with the situation 
in the region and we want to accelerate its access to the European 
Union,” Amado told journalists in Zagreb. During its six-month 
presidency of the EU starting July U*, Portugal will work to create 
conditions for sustainable development in the Balkans, he said. 
Croatia opened membership talks with the EU in 2005 and is hoping 
to become the bloc ’ s 28* member by the end of the decade. 

Financial Shocks in Store for EU 

Financial shocks “may be coming” that would hit European 
economies but the eurozone is “fully equipped” to deal with any 
contingency, European Central Bank governing council member 
Christian Noyer said Tuesday. Despite some signs of cooling, “im- 
balances are still building up, especially in the housing sector, fuelled 
by a dynamic expansion of credit,” Noyer told an Indian business 
audience in New Delhi. However, the situation was in “no way 
comparable” to those in some other developed countries, he said- 
an apparent reference to the United States where a rapid cooling of 
a once sizzling housing market has been key to the US economic 
slowdown. “Shocks may be coming, which would impact nega- 
tively on European economies. But I have the strong conviction 
that we are fully equipped to deal with any contingency,” Noyer 
added. During a question and answer session he declined to specu- 
late about whether the euro might one day supplant the U S dollar 
as the world’ s main reserve currency. 
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Countdown to Lisbon 
by-election starts

When Lisbon casts its vote on July 1 5 to elect a new mayor and city 
council, much will be at stake for Portugal’s leading political parties. 

The vote was triggered by outgoing Mayor Antonio Carmona Rodrigues’ 
apparent implication in a real estate scandal. Carmona Rodrigues, an 
independent elected on a Social Democratic slate in 2005, has denied 
any wrongdoing, though he has confirmed he will not be standing for re- 
election. 


In December 200 1 , when the 
Socialists lost the Lisbon may- 
oral seat, the then Prime Min- 
ister Antonio Guterres took it 
as a motion of no-confidence 
and opted to resign. 

Within two months, the gov- 
ernment had changed. 

While it is unlikely that a 
similar scenario will be re- 
peated, largely due to the fact 
that the Social Democrats hold 
power in the City Hall, it will 
be seen as a reflection of what 
Portuguese think of Prime Min- 
ister Jose Socrates and his gov- 
ernment. 

The importance of this elec- 
tion is such that Mr Socrates has 
‘sacrificed’ his second-in- 
charge, former Home Affairs 
Minister Antonio Costa, to en- 


sure Socialists rule in Lisbon. 

In the meantime. Constitu- 
tional Court Justice Rui Pereira 
took office as Mr Costa’s re- 
placement. 

President Cavaco Silva pre- 
sided over the swearing-in cer- 
emony last Thursday, which 
also included changes of five 
junior state secretaries. 

Mr Costa, wished his suc- 
cessor “good luck”, saying he 
had “every condition to do good 
work”. 

He said the reforms of Por- 
tugal’ s security forces he had 
initiated would continue under 
Mr Pereira. 

In the meantime, polls show 
the Socialist mayoral candidate 
holds a comfortable advantage 
in the countdown to Lisbon’s 


by-election, but falls short of 
gaining a maj ority in the Portu- 
guese capital’s city hall. The 
Marktest poll, conducted for 
daily Didrio de NoUcias and 
TSF radio, showed Mr Costa, 
taking a 25 percent share of bal- 
lots. Fernando Negrao, the can- 
didate of the Social Democratic 
party on whose slate outgoing 
Mayor Carmona Rodrigues 
was elected in 2005, was placed 
a distant fourth in the poll with 
9.5 percent, behind independ- 
ent Socialist Helena Roseta 
with 13.5 percent. The govern- 
ment has appointed a caretaker 
administrative commission, 
under Social Democratic coun- 
cillor Marina Ferreira, to head 
Lisbon City Hall until the elec- 
tion. 


Portugal backing Serb 
effort to JoinEU 



Portugal will throw its “totai support” behind Serbia’s hopes to join the 
European Union during Lisbon’s upcoming EU presidency. Foreign 
Minister Luis Amado said iast Thursday in Belgrade, the last leg of a 
three-country Balkan tour. 


“We want Serbia in the Euro- 
pean family”, Amado said after 
talks with his Serbian counterpart, 
VukJeremic. 

Lisbon, Amado said, was 
‘ ‘very engaged in giving a new im- 
pulse in relations between the EU 
and the Balkan region” and this 
was “the principal message” he 
took with him on his visit to 
Slovenia, Croatia and Serbia. 

Jeremic thankedPortugal for its 
support and Amado for his “great 
comprehension” of Serbia ’ s prob- 
lems, an understanding he said was 
shown by few in the EU. 

He said he had agreed with 
Amado to maintain “close con- 
tacf ’ in coming months and to take 
“concrete steps” for Serbia’s in- 
tegration into Europe as “quickly 
as possible”. 

Portugal assumes the six- 
month rotating EU presidency on 
July 1. 

The EU suspended talks with 
Belgrade one year ago for a pre- 
accession stability and associa- 
tion accord due to Serbia’ s lack of 
cooperation in turning over offi- 
cials wanted for crimes against 
humanity by the International 
Criminal Court at The Hague.

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Mobile roaming charges 
set to fall in Portugal 



Holidaymakers and residents in Portugal will soon see drastic 
reductions in the cost of making and receiving mobile phone calls to 
and from other European Union member states, the European 
Commission announced Monday. 


Member states and the Euro- 
pean Parliament have agreed to 
force mobile telephone operators 
to slash prices for calls made 
abroad. 

After three weeks of tough 
talks, the parliament and EU gov- 
ernments struck an agreement 
paving the way for caps on how 
much operators can charge cus- 
tomers - known as roaming 
charges - for calls made and re- 
ceived while in other EU coun- 
tries. 

Under the agreement, rates for 
calls made from Portugal to other 
EU countries will be capped in the 
first year of application at 49 euro 
centimes a minute before tax, 
while receiving calls from other 
members states will cost no more 
than 24 centimes a minute. 

The ceiling for roaming serv- 
ices will come down even lower 


in the second year, falling to 46 
and 22 centimes and then 43 and 
19 centimes in the third year. 

The European Commission 
drew up plans last year to regu- 
late roaming charges after it found 
evidence of huge variations be- 
tween operators' prices, with 
some roaming calls costing upto 
six times those of local mobile 
calls. 

The package has the industry 
up in arms, as it argues that fierce 
competition has already driven 
down prices, and it has been lob- 
bying hard to get the plans wa- 
tered down. 

Even though the new deal will 
bring considerably cheaper roam- 
ing rates, the BEUC European 
consumer association has been 
left unimpressed. 

“For us the roaming rates re- 
main high,” spokesman 


Dominique F orrest told the AFP 
news agency, adding: “It’s a first 
step, but as it is on the table, it’s 
not enough”. 

The French consumer associa- 
tion UFC-Que Choisir has been 
even more critical of the deal, say- 
ing that it still allows operators 
to make huge profits on the back 
of mobile phone users. 

“The deal gives in to the cur- 
rent excuse for a market which 
allows operators to have huge 
margins on calls received or made 
while abroad even though the ac- 
tual cost is close to that for na- 
tional calls,” UFC said in a state- 
ment. 

Although the new regulations 
could go into effect as early as 
mid- July, mobile phone users 
will probably not be able to ben- 
efit from the new rules until after 
the end of summer. 


EC says Portuguese tax amnesty 
contrary to EU Law 

The European Commission said last week that the 2005 Portuguese tax amnesty did 
not respect the free movement of capital, since it provided for regularisation at a 
preferential penalty rate of 2.5 percent for investments in Portuguese government 
bonds (instead of five percent in any other assets). 


Therefore, the Commission 
has sent a reasoned opinion re- 
questing Portugal to eliminate 
this violation of the EU law by 
applying the same fiscal treat- 
ment to all regularizations made 
in 2005. 

If Portugal does not take the 
necessary steps to comply 
with the EU law, the Commis- 
sion may decide to take that 
Member State to the Court of 
Justice. 

“The rules of the Internal 
Market forbid any discrimina- 
tion of investments made by in- 
dividuals in other Member 
States”, saidEU Taxation and 
Customs Commissioner 


Laszlo Kovacs. “Investment 
held in other member states 
should be taxed in the same way 
as investments held in the mem- 
ber state of residence, even on the 
occasion of tax amnesties”. 

The law called ‘ ‘T ax amnesty for 
undeclared fiinds held abroad 
(RERT)” approved by the Portu- 
guese Parliament in 2005 consti- 
tutedarestriction on the free move- 
ment of capital guaranteed by the 
EC Treaty. The amnesty law al- 
lowed discloseure and regularize 
undeclared funds held abroad by 
filing a confidential statement be- 
fore 1 6 December 2005 . Itrequired 
resident individuals to pay a pen- 
alty equal to five percent of the 


value of the relevant investments; 
however, areduced tax rate of2.5 
percent applied to regularised 
Portuguese government bonds as 
well as to any amount of other in- 
vestments reinvested in Portu- 
guese government bonds at the 
occasion of the regularization 
procedure. 

Persons making use of the 
amnesty were thus dissuaded 
from keeping their regularised 
assets in other forms than Por- 
tuguese government bonds. 

Such a difference in treatment 
constituted a restriction on the 
free movement of capital, guar- 
anteed by Article 56 of the EC 
Treaty. 


Less expensive trademark 
protection in Europe 

The fees of the Office for Harmonization in the Internal Market (Trade Marks and Designs) 
in Alicante, Spain (OHIM) are going to be reduced. This decision was adopted by member 
state ministers at a Monday meeting of the EU Competitiveness Council in Brussels, 
which was chaired by Federal Minister of Justice Brigitte Zypries. 


“This fee reduction strength- 
ens Europe as an economic loca- 
tion. In the future, it will be pos- 
sible to register trademarks and 
designs through OHIM at signifi- 
cantly lower cost”, said Ms 
Zypries, adding, “The Commu- 
nity trade mark system in Europe 
is a ten-year success story. In the 
past year alone, 77,500 trade 
marks were registered in Alicante. 
Thus the use of the system has 


far exceeded expectations, which 
has led to a substantial revenue 
surplus. We will now distribute 
this surplus to users of the sys- 
tem”. 

Trademarks and designs for 
goods and services may be reg- 
istered through OHIM, thereby 
guaranteeing owners that their 
goods and services will be pro- 
tected throughout the entire Eu- 
ropean Community. In addi- 


tion, protection remains avail- 
able under national legal sys- 
tems. 

The European Commission 
will now work out the details of 
the fee reduction, in particular the 
exact amount of future fees. In ad- 
dition, the Competitiveness 
Council decided to commission 
a study on the further develop- 
ment of the Community trade- 
mark system. 
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Shot in the arm 
for Portugal’s 
wine growers 

News from Brussels last week rekindled hope for Portugal’s wine growers who during 
the past five years have seen export levels drying up as New World countries gain an 
increasing percentage of the world’s wine market. 


European Agriculture Com- 
missioner Mariann Fischer Boel 
announced in Brussels plans for 
a massive global campaign to 
promote European wine, in the 
hope of boosting a sector suffer- 
ing from overproduction and ris- 
ing competition from Australia, 
California, Chile and even China. 

“In the project of wine sector 
reform, which I will present to 
European Union member states 
on July 4*, I will introduce 
propositions to launch a large- 
scale promotional campaign,” 
Fischer Boel told the AFP news 
agency. 

She described how countries 
such as Portugal, France, Spain 
and Italy will benefit from “very 
significant figures for promotion 
outside Europe”. 

The campaign will help Portu- 
guese exports at a time when the 
world market is increasing stead- 
ily. 


“EU wine is excellent, top 
quality but I think we can do bet- 
ter on exports,” Fischer Boel 
said. 

The sales promotion pro- 
gramme will coincide with a pub- 
lic health campaign, also launched 
by Brussels, calling for alcohol to 
be drunk in moderation. 

New World wines have ex- 
ploded onto world markets in 
recent years, soaring from 1 .7 per 
cent of world exports in the early 
1980s to over 20 per cent now. 

Between them, Portugal, 
France, Italy and Spain produce 
some 65 million hectolitres annu- 
ally, according to the International 
Organisation of Vine and Wine. 
This is quadruple the amount pro- 
duced by the United States. But, 
according to F ischer Boel, the is- 
sue is not production capacity, it 
is securing markets for the wine 
via competitive pricing and sales 
promotion campaigns, in which 


she saidtheUS andAustraliawere 
ahead of Europe. 

The European Commission 
said last Saturday that it be- 
lieves deep reforms of Europe’ s 
wine sector are needed urgently. 
Without changes the EU could 
face lakes of surplus wine akin 
to butter mountains and other 
areas of overproduction seen in 
the past. 

Last year Brussels allocated 
450 million euros to Europe’s 
struggling wine producers to help 
them restructure or relocate their 
vineyards to tackle the wine glut. 

Under F ischer Boel ’ s propos- 
als, the emphasis will be on pro- 
fessional advertising campaigns, 
competitive wine prices and cre- 
ating an awareness among EU 
wine growers that times are 
changing, and that New World 
wines are more than challenging 
the long-held view that Europe ’ s 
wines are the best in the world.

EU warns Portugal 
over its public deficit 



In what many financial analysts are describing as an about turn, 
European Union Monetary Affairs Commissioner Joaquin Almunia 
warned Portugal last week that it faced substantial fines if it fails to 
bring its public deficit more in line with EU limits by the end of this year. 


Only last March, Spaniard 
Almunia was singing Portugal ’ s 
praises over the country’s ef- 
forts to reduce its public deficit 
to 3.9 per cent of gross domes- 
tic product (GDP) from 4.6 per 
cent in 2005. 

Analysts are saying that much 
of Portugal’ s problem has been 
brought about by the recent suc- 
cesses of other EU member 
states, in getting their public defi- 
cits below the three per cent level 
set by the EU’s Stability and 
Growth Pact (SGP). 

In light of Germany, Greece 
and Malta’ s recent performance 
in getting their deficits below the 
SGP limit, Portugal now ap- 
pears to be somewhat far off the 
mark, which has prompted 
Almunia to issue a warning that 
could have serious financial re- 
percussions for Lisbon, in the 


shape of what he described last 
week as “hefty fines”. 

The European Commission 
proposed Monday dropping le- 
gal action against Germany, 
Greece and Malta over their 
public deficits, which Brussels 
said had been brought down to 
“acceptable levels”. 

Finding that the three coun- 
tries had met the three per cent 
limit, the Commission called on 
EU finance ministers to close the 
case at their next meeting in early 
June in Luxembourg. 

After breaching the limit for 
four years running, Germany fi- 
nally wrestled its deficit below 
three per cent last year, cutting 
its fiscal shortfall to 1 .7 per cent 
in 2006 from 3.2 per cent in 
2005. 

“Germany’s correction of its 
deficit is very important for the 


credibility of the SGP,” Com- 
missioner Almunia told j oumal- 
ists in Brussels. 

Referring to Portugal ’ s strug- 
gle to keep up with Germany’s 
progress, he added that the chal- 
lenge now facing Lisbon calls 
for more belt tightening in the 
public spending domain, and an 
even greater concentration on 
combating tax evasion. This, 
Almunia pointed out, would 
“make for good economic recov- 
ery and help progress further 
towards a balanced budget”. 

Portugal also drew criticism 
for failing to make the most of 
the strongest economic growth 
in the EU since the turn of the 
decade, which had helped many 
EU countries last year to bring 
down their deficits faster than 
expected thanks to surging tax 
revenues.

In the past week, the only note- 
worthy poliee development in 
the ease of missing Madeleine 
MeCann has been the re-inter- 
viewing of two witnesses. None- 
theless, news coverage was 
mostly centred on the McCanns 
emotional trip to Fatima. 

This particular trip to Portu- 
gal ’ s holiest religious site also co- 
incided with the requestioning of 
two witnesses who had been in- 
terviewed by police on May 14* 
the same day Robert Murat was 
declared a suspect in the case. 

Since Madeleine McCann’s 
disappearance on May 3’^'*, more 
than eight hundred children have 
been reported missing in Britain, 
figures by the National Missing 
Persons Helpline indicate. 

This UK charity, that works 
with young runaways, missing 
and unidentified people, says it 
directly finds 10 missing people 
each week. 

Paul Tuohy, Chief Executive 
of the charity said: “Everyone 
hopes that Madeleine’s disap- 
pearance will have a swift and 
happy ending. However, in the 
meantime we believe the aware- 
ness raised has helped to educate 
the public that ‘missing’ is a so- 
cial issue that could affect every 
one of us.” 

But it has taken the disappear- 
ance of Madeleine McCann for 
shocking statistics such as these 
to be made public. 

In the Algarve, police investi- 
gations have been scaled down 
and they are now farther away 
from the public eye than ever. 

Sources close to police say 
that new investigators have been 
brought in to look at evidence with 
‘new eyes ’ , but beside the re-in- 
terviewing of two witnesses, 
there have been few develop- 
ments.

Human remains 
for sale over 
internet 

American company Corcoran Laboratories has set up 
an on-line Internet business selling whole human 
bodies and individual organs, and has assured that, 
while selling human remains in Portugal is illegal, the 
company says it will post orders to anywhere in the 
world, including here. 


The bodies, which are treated 
by a special preservation proc- 
ess to remain intact ‘forever’, 
can be seen on the company’s 
website striking poses, imitat- 
ing famous Grecian athletes and 
philosophers, riding bikes, or 
even playing basketball. 

Using polymerization to 
conserve the body, the same 
process that is used to preserve 
specimens on display in the 
controversial ‘Bodies Exhibi- 
tion’, the organs and remains 
can be seen in the same exact 
state as at the time of death. 

According to website 
www.cor-labs.com, lungs, feet, 
foetuses, intestines and full- 
length slices ofbodies can all be 
purchased by a simple click of 
a mouse. According to a com- 
pany spokesperson, orders are 
in fact sent to Europe on a daily 
basis. However, time of deliv- 


ery may vary, depending 
whether a corpse is immedi- 
ately available or not. 

The same source explained 
that all corpses are obtained in a 
legal manner, as the bodies have 
been donated to ‘ science’ . 

Corcoran Laboratories also 
offer another unique service, 
which is ‘Eternal Preservation’, 
describing the service as “an op- 
portunity for those who want 
the latest in funerals and buri- 
als”. 

For 100,000 dollars, a body 
from anywhere on the planet 
will be taken to the U S A, where 
it will be submitted to this proc- 
ess that will allow the person to 
be preserved forever as they 
looked at the time of death. 

The company also guaran- 
tees the re-delivery of the body 
to its country of origin after the 
process has been completed.

Strike set for Wednesday 

Portugai’s iargest trade union has caiied a generai 
strike for next Wednesday, May 30 to protest against the 
Sociaiist government’s austerity and reform poiicies.

The software can also identify 
potential suspects unknown to 
the police if they appear repeat- 
edly.

According to a financial audit referring to the first quarter of the year, 
undertaken by the city hall and reported by Radio Club Portugues, Lisbon 
City Hall is reportedly in debt to its suppliers by an estimated 832 million 
euros, a situation that may point to financial bankruptcy. Already it has taken 
out a loan for 30 million euros to pay salaries. 


By March 31st, 2007, the 
city hall’s debt to short-term 
suppliers was 316 million 
euros, while medium and long- 
term suppliers were owned a 
staggering 5 16 million euros. 

In total, the 832 million 
euros debt represents 90 per 


cent of the city hall’ s 2006 tak- 
ings, a percentage that, accord- 
ing to the survey, “evidently 
shows the seriousness of the 
financial situation”. 

Another sign of the city 
hall’s bleak scenario is that 
three “very large” develop- 


ments, in Alfama, Mouraria 
and Sao Bento, have been put 
on hold due to linsufficient 
funds. 

Furthermore, it has been re- 
ported that Marques Tunnel 
has an outstanding payment of 
€3.5 million to the contractors.

Lisbon tourism 
makes bigger 
contribution 

It is estimated that this year 
revenue from Lisbon tourism 
will represent nine per cent of 
the region’s overall Gross Do- 
mestic Product (GDP), which 
corresponds to a total of 5 .4 bil- 
lion euros. The figures were re- 
vealed by Lisbon’s Tourism 
Association (ATE), which last 
Monday signed a new protocol 
of cooperation with the Minis- 
try of Public works regarding 
the new airport, cruise ship ter- 
minal, and high speed train line . 
According to the ATE, the fig- 
ures are the result of 139,000 
j obs, of which 7 80-millon euros 
was paid in taxes. 

Mario Machado, president of 
the ATE, confirmed: “Lisbon 
tourism is responsible for at 
least 79,000 jobs directly relat- 
ing to the tourism trade, in sec- 
tors such as hotels, attractions, 
the airport and airlines, etc. and 
for around 140,000 jobs in to- 
tal”. If current trends are any- 
thing to go by, they indicate that 
in 20 1 7 tourism in Lisbon could 
be responsible for up to 1 90,000 
jobs, and generate anything up 
to 1 0 billion euros of GDP. 
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Segolene Royal, the pretty 
face of the Socialist Party in 
France, but the distinct loser in 
the presidential election on 
May 6, prophesized riots on 
the streets of Paris if Nicolas 
Sarkozy won.

I arrived in Paris two days 
after the historic election. 

“Did you see campaign post- 
ers all over Paris?” Maria, my 
Portuguese fi-iend, asked when 
I returned home to Portugal. 

“None,” I said. “Only front 
pages from Le Figaro, Le 
Monde, and Ear A Match with 


Sarkozy ’ s beaming face and the 
words “Le President” under- 
neath. Paris seemed to be breath- 
ing easier with the election over. 
During pre-election time, the 
tension was escalating as immi- 
grants prophesized doom if 
Sarko won, and several of my 
Socialist friends feared they’d 
lose their cushyjobbenefits. But 
last week in Paris, I heard fewer 
doubts and more optimism than 
ever before. The streets seemed 
cleaner, except for dog poops 
that still litter even The Champs- 
Elysees, and people seemed 
ready for a new era of French 
politics. 

“We’re just glad it’s over,” 
said the owner of the newspaper 
stand near where I stay in the 7“" 
arrondissement, only steps from 
the National Assembly. On a 
previous trip the owner told me 
she was going to vote for “La 
Femme” (the woman). “I 
changedmy mind in the end,” she 
said. “We need Sarkozy in 
France. We have to move on.” 

“We have to move on in Por- 
tugal, too,” Maria told me when 
I related the details of my Paris 
trip. I asked her if there was a 
Sarkozy-type or an Angela 
Merkel-type in Portugal’s po- 
litical cache. 


“No. Well, maybe S6crates,” 
she said. “But not really.” 
“Same old, same old,” said my 
Portuguese colleague Marcos. 
“Socrates is just as spoiled as the 
others.” He continued, “Politics 
rarely change here. The wealthy 
hold the offices, reap the spoils 
from EU funding and graduate 
(or pretend to) from the nation ’ s 
top schools.” As I look at the 
number of vacant shops in 
Cascais and the numerous apart- 
ments for rent, I wonder how this 
country will begin to pull itself 
out of its economic lethargy. 
The cafe owner next door to 
where I live tells me, “The Por- 
tuguese don’t want to change. 
They like the status quo. 
They’re afraid of moving on.” 

I wonder how people can be 
afraid of change in a country 
with some of the lowest wages 
in the EU, some of the highest in- 
flation, the highest IVA, soaring 
gas prices and EDP bills rivaling 
those in northern Europe. I also 
wonder how CascaiShopping 
stays so busy (true, most peo- 
ple are eating, not buying); and 
who is driving all the Mercedes 
and BMW’s that tear up and 
down the autoestrada; and how 
people here can afford to talk on 
their costly mobiles as frequently

as they talk to each other on the 
street, maybe even more. 

Would a Sarkozy be able to 
help Portugal the way that he 
will be able to help France? 
Would he trim the excess of 
government employees, 
stimulate the economy with 
incentives for hard work and in- 
novation, modernize the edu- 
cation system? 

What makes a country ready 
for change? And specifically, 
what would make this country 
ready for a change? Most of the 
time I doubt it will happen here, 
that a Sarkozy-type would be 
voted in.

Otherwise, the 
younger generation better learn 
to speak Spanish before they 
learn Portuguese as the country 
seems to be slipping into their 
neighbor’s fields and hands. Or 
else we’ll have a country with 
the “best and the brightest” 
working elsewhere and return- 
ing to sunny Portugal only for 
sun and fun.

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Dr. Antonio Pina runs the Algarve for a living, although he would never admit as much. Recent reports 
suggest he may soon be swapping posts, changing his role as Civil Governor for that of President of the 
Algarve Tourist Board (RTA). Here, in an exclusive interview with The Portugal News, Civil Governor Pina 
talks about his career, summer in the Algarve, and spoiling his grandchildren. 


An Algarvean through and 
through, Antonio Francisco 
Ventura Pina was bom into a 
“modest” family, the son of an ae- 
eountant father, a deseendant of 
Lagoa eountry folk, and a stay- 
at-home mother, whose family 
were Olhao fishermen. From an 
early age he felt that his voeation 
was to teach, to “dialogue with 
people”. 

Dr Pina went though all the 
motions of teaching - gaining 
work experience, being a poorly 
paid substitute teaeher, until fi- 
nally working his way up to be- 
eome an inspeetor for the Minis- 
try of Edueation. 

This was a j ob he did for more 
than a deeade, before moving on 
to be vice-president of an 
Algarvean munieipality. In due 
eourse this was followed by a six- 
year streteh as Head of Regional 
Edueation, before Governor Pina 
took early retirement, eonvineed 
itwas “a brilliant idea”. 

“I would wake up in the morn- 
ing and think to myself ‘what 
have I got to do today? ’ And then 
I would remember, ‘I’m retired! 
I haven’t got anything to do’. It 
was fun for about a year”, he says 
wryly. 

So after deeiding he was “too 
young to retire”, he founded the 
Olhao Rotary Club, whieh 
through its funds purehased a 
purpose-made van for the handi- 
eapped. 

In 2004 he was approached 
with the proposition of becom- 
ing Civil Governor of the Al- 
garve, which he turned down. 

After being re-approaehed in 
January 2005 , Dr. Pina onee again 
deelined the proposition and left 
to go on vaeation to Brazil. 

Upon his return the offer was 
repeated for a third time, and fi- 
nally aceepted. And so Dr 
Antonio Pina initiated his role as 
Civil Governor on April S**" 2005 . 

In a nutshell, as eivil governor, 
it is Dr. Pina’s responsibility to 
ensure the safety and well being 
of all inhabitants and visitors in 
the Algarve. 

Collaborating alongside other 
regional offieials and authorities, 
eivil proteetion plans are devel- 
oped not only for cases of emer- 
geney , but also for everyday see- 
narios, ineluding soeial welfare, 
edueation, and tourism. 

Such plans were put to the test 
earlier this year in two separate 
ineidents when aireraft had to 
make emergeney landings at F aro 
airport. 

In the event of a ‘worst-ease 
scenario ’ , which is standard pro- 
cedure, all emergeney response 
units (whieh inelude GNR, 


INEM, Firebrigades, PSP, and 
other authorities) were aetivated 
and on standby within minutes, 
eovering land and sea. Despite 
being standard proeedure, the 
units follow a finely tuned model 
that is constantly being revised 
and improved. 

“During the first ineident we 
diseovered that there was a lack 
of communication that delayed 
the proeess by less than a minute. 
It is nothing serious, but even so, 
we eannot afford any delays or 
setbacks. The procedure was re- 
vised and in the seeond incident 
the model proved flawless”. 

A series of simulations, whieh 
may inelude a train erash or a 
large-seale road aeeident, are 
planned during the eourse of the 
year to keep testing the model. 

Governor Pina further re- 
vealed that, in 2008, a study re- 
garding tsunamis and the impaet 
one would have on the Algarve is 
also to be released. 

Sinee beeoming Civil Gover- 
nor, Dr. Pina has used his role to 
benefit various needy seetors. 
Gathering other prominent au- 
thorities he shaped the region’s 
first ever speeially adapted 
sports programme for the handi- 
eapped, as well as creating the 
‘PARES’ programme for ehari- 
table institutions. 

“The Algarve still needs more 
old people’s homes and kinder- 
gartens”, he says, but it is the 
poor, the unemployed, under- 
privileged familie s and the handi- 
eapped that are amongst his main 
eoncems. 

He diseredits theories that 
spiralling immigration has any- 
thing to do with the all-time-high 
unemployment rates. 

“In the same sense that the 
Portuguese emmigrate to work in 
other eountries throughout Eu- 
rope, we have to allow others to 
eome and work in Portugal. As 
long as people eome with good 
intentions, to work, to settle, and 
to bring and eare for their fami- 
lies, then I can’t see a problem. 
We have always been known as 
an open people”. 

However, at present, finalis- 
ing plans for the upeoming sum- 
mer season is what occupies most 
of the governor’s heetie agenda. 

Summer fires are always a 
worry, though over the past few 
years, fire-caused devastation 
appears to have lessened. Every 
Wednesday the governor meets 
with a number of authorities to 
devise new measures to ensure 
that the fires eontinue to be eon- 
trolled. 

“The fires that were eombated 
in reeent years weren’t fewer 
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than before, they were caught in 
time, and there is the differenee. 
We know how to extinguish fires, 
vigilance is improving, we are 
mobilised, we are organised and 
we will do our besf ’. 

Aceording to governor Pina 
and contrary to common belief, 
the worst fires are not ignited 
through arson, but by negligenee ; 
therefore raising awareness is a 
priority. 

General public safety meas- 
ures for the summer season are 
also currently being elaborated. 

As happens every summer, 
poliee patrolling will be increased 
from the end of next month 
throughout the busy summer sea- 
son until September. Besides 
making visitors feel safer, it also 
aims to prevent or at least deter 
various erimes that may rise dur- 
ing what is the busiest season in 
Portugal ’ s most prominent tour- 
ist destination. 

More GNR and PSP offieers 
will be requested by the Minis- 
try of Internal Administration, 
whose offieial figures will be re- 
leased to the publie next month 
during a eonferenee, whieh was 
initially planned to be held in La- 
gos, but may now ehange venue 
“due to eertain eireumstanees”. 

Presuming this referred to the 
disappearanee of Madeleine 
MeCann, we asked the governor 
his opinion on the toddler’s dis- 
appearanee; how he thought it 
would affeet the region, and 
whether changes may oecur in the 
Portuguese legal system. 

“The Algarve is a safe tourist 
destination, and what happened 
in Lagos was a great exeeption”, 
he answered. 

“It eould have happened any- 
where in the world, but we ean- 
not allow what happened to ere- 
ate a feeling of inseeurity, be- 
eause the Algarve isn’t unsafe. 
No one lives in Paradise. Only 
Adam and Eve ever lived in Para- 
dise and I don’t think they really 
liked it. They made a quiek geta- 
way. However, it is one thing to 
live inParadise, andanotherto live 
in hell, and the Algarve is far from 


that.” 

So does Governor Pina think 
the ease will affeet the Portuguese 
legal system regarding child wel- 
fare? 

“I don’t know. Our eultural 
tendency is not to penalise, but 
rather to raise awareness. Ulti- 
mately it is the parent’s deei- 
sion”. 

Regarding the way the ease is 
being handled, what is Governor 
Pina’s overview? 

“I think we need to take a more 
global view of how things are 
been handled and not diserimi- 
nate how things are done in one 
partieular eountry or another. In 
Portugal we may appear to be 
slightly paranoid about secreey 
laws, but this is about the seereey 
of an investigation. It doesn’t 
seem to me to be sueh a good idea 
to put all of the eards on the table 
at this point. Espeeially eoneem- 
ing sueh a delieate matter. Some- 
times seereey is the key to sue- 
eessful business”. 

So what is the key to the Gov- 
ernor ’ssuceess? 

“I am very elose to my family. 
They are my shelter. I try not to 
take my problems home, but 
sometimes I just ean’t switeh 
off. It is a 24/7 j ob and my phone 
is switehed on 365 days a year, 
even when F m on vaeation”. 

Even so. Governor Pina has his 
own ways of unwinding. 

“I love to read, to go fishing and 
to travel”, he says. “I am very 
fortunate beeause I have travelled 
extensively”. Just baek from 
Prague, his favourite destination 
is Paris, but it is in his grandchil- 
dren that the governor finds his 
greatest eseape. 

“Like all grandfathers, I am a 
very proud grandfather. I think 
it is better than being a father. I 
am a father of two and have two 
grandehildren. As a grandparent, 
we don’t have the worry or the 
responsibility of edueating the 
ehildren. Grandparents ean ‘un- 
edueate’ their grandehildren. We 
ean be their ‘partners in crime’ in 
all the little wrongdoings they get 
upto. It’s delightful!”

MTV scours Portugal for new presenter 
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area, is to see more road 
works being carried out 
as part of a million-euro 
investment that aims to 
upgrade the face of 
Portimao. 

Hoped to be eomplete by 
the end of the month, the 
works will inelude redirect- 
ing vehicle traffic around 
Praia da Rocha, redefining 
parking, resizing roads, and 
improving walkways and 
pedestrian accesses. 

Bus stops have been re- 
located, and all roads and 
walkways down the main 
strip are being repaved with 
traditional Portuguese 
calgada cobblestone. 

The tourist office is to 
move to a more central posi- 
tion, besides the Katedral 
disco, while its old 
premises, directly in front of 
the Jupiter hotel, will be- 
come a PSP police station. 

Meanwhile, along the 
main strip and the V3 dual 
carriage-way, a video sur- 
veillance system is to be in- 
stalled, which will be moni- 
tored by Portimao PSP. 

According to the police, 
all footage will be destroyed 
after 30 days to “protect 
people’s privacy”. 

Portimao ’s water net- 
work is to be replaced in its 
entirety, a joint project in- 
volving the City Hall, mu- 
nicipal water company 
EMARP, and waste treat- 
ment company ETAR. It 
aims to ensure that no more 
domestic waste is flushed 
into the Arade River, thereby 
eliminating the stench that 
has marred the entry to the 
city from the east via the 
EN125.

Revolutionary Guard, who are 
connected right to the top (of 
the Iranian government).” Then 
he went on to say that Iran was 
not only supporting its tradi- 
tional Shia allies in Iraq, but also 
“Syrian-backed Sunni Arab 
groups and al-Qaeda.” 
Meanwhile, back in W ashing- 
ton, a “senior administration of- 
ficial” let it be known that “Iran 
is perpetuating the cycle of sec- 
tarian violence (in Iraq) through 
support for extra-judicial killing 
and murder cells. They bring Iraqi 
militia members and insurgent 


groups into Iran for training and 
then help infiltrate them back into 
the country.” And the very heav- 
ens will fall if the wicked Irani- 
ans succeed in their nefarious 
scheme to drive U S forces out of 
Iraq “prematurely.” 

It would be a “colossal hu- 
manitarian disaster.” Itwouldbe 
likely to trigger a regional war that 
would draw in the Sunni Arab 
Gulf states, Syria and Turkey. 
Indeed, it might awaken Godzilla 
from his long sleep and unleash 
him on the unsuspecting peoples 
of the Middle East. 


I made up the last bit, actually. 
But I didn ’ t make up the rest, and 
yet there is no particular reason 
to believe that any of it is true. We 
are offered no evidence for all of 
these accusations and predic- 
tions, some of which seem highly 
improbable, like the allegation 
that Iran is getting cozy with al- 
Qaeda. 

Other bits might be true, but 
then again, as in the Lebanese case, 
they might not be. And there are 
strong grounds for suspicion, 
since this whole story-line about 
Iranian intervention so obvi- 


ously serves the purposes of the 
Bush administration. 

The big question is whether it 
is just another attempt to explain 
away the US failure in Iraq, or 
whether it is part of a campaign 
to prepare the American public 
and international opinion for a 
US attack on Iran. We will find 
out in due course.

White House spokesperson 
Tony Snow claimed to under- 
stand it on Tuesday. “We believe 
those behind the attack have two 
clear goals: to disrupt Lebanon’s 
security and to distract interna- 
tional attention from the efforts 
to establish a special tribunal for 
Lebanon. We will not tolerate 
attempts by Syria, terrorist 
groups or any others to delay or 
derail Lebanon’s efforts to so- 
lidify its sovereignty or to seek 
justice in the Hariri case.” In other 
words, it is a Syrian plot. 

The timing of the clashes is 
certainly suspicious. The Syrian 
government is deeply unhappy 
about the creation of a United 
Nations tribunal to investigate 
the assassination two years ago 
of former Lebanese prime minis- 
ter Rafiq al-Hariri, because it as- 
sumes (quite rightly) that the tri- 
bunal will blame Damascus. So 
maybe it told its proxies to start 
a little war in northern Lebanon, 
to remind the Lebanese that they 
are playing with fire. But that’s 
just one possibility. 

Latah al-Islam, the group that 
carried out a bank raid in Tripoli 
on 1 9 May and then got involved 
in a huge fire-fight with the Leba- 
nese army the following day, is 
one of dozens of little bands of 
Islamist revolutionaries that have 
proliferated across the Arab 
world in recent years, taking al- 
Qaeda as their model. It probably 
has a couple of hundred mem- 
bers, and it is based in Nahr el- 
Bared, the Palestinian refugee 
camp just north of Tripoli.. 

But “refugee,” in this context, 
is a misleading word. Sixty years 
after the creation of Israel, most 


of the 40,000 people in Nahr el- 
Bared were bom there, the chil- 
dren and grand-children of the 
original refugees. 

They are lost souls living on 
fantasies of one day “liberating” 
Palestine, prey to any extremist 
ideology that comes along. Latah 
al-Islam claims to have Lebanese 
and even Syrian and Saudi mem- 
bers as well, but the bulk of its 
membership is certainly Pales- 
tinians from the camp — and you 
don ’ t need any foreign interven- 
tion at all to explain why some of 
the camp ’ s young men might go 
crazy. 

Maybe Syrian intelligence 
spotted them and decided they 
would be useful, and maybe not. 
But they are perfectly capable of 
creating this mess on their own. 
The Middle East is full of plots, 
but it is also full of freelance ex- 
tremists with nothing to lose. 

Which brings us to Iraq, where 
the United States has launched a 
maj or exercise in blame-shifting. 
Over recent days, American of- 
ficials in Baghdad and in Wash- 
ington have waxed eloquent (on 
anot-for-attributionbasis) about 
Iran’ s key role in the troubles fac- 
ing the US occupation forces. 
“Iran is fighting a proxy war in 
Iraq and it’s a very dangerous 
course for them to be following,” 
a senior US official in Iraq told 
Simon Tisdall of “The Guard- 
ian.” 

“They are behind a lot of 
high-profile attacks meant to 
undermine US will and British 
will, such as the rocket attacks 
on Basra palace and the Green 
Zone,” the official continued. 
“The attacks are directed by the

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A hive of activity at Chelsea 



The buzz word at this year’s Chelsea Flower Show in London is bees, 
with many exhibitors featuring planting which is attractive to these 
important insects. 


Studies show that bumblebees, 
which rely on certain plants for 
their survival, are declining in the 
UK due to habitat alterations, 
climate change and industrial 
farming. Three species of the in- 
sect have become extinct in Brit- 
ain, while another nine are endan- 
gered. This year’ s show hopes to 
inspire gardeners with planting 
ideas to ensure that their garden 
is a real honey pot for all kinds of 
bees. 

The honey bee theme can be 
found in several show gardens, 
including the Fortnum & Mason 
Garden, which incorporates four 
Fortnum beehives (minus the 
bees for insurance purposes) as 
ornamental features and func- 
tional items. The garden has rich, 
sumptuous planting, which is 
predominately red, purple, pink 
and pale yellow. 

The Laurent-Perrier Garden 
also includes planting that is at- 
tractive to bees. The garden’s 
designer. Jinny Blom, says; 


“Umbellifers are an important 
nectar source for many insects 
and astrantia is very much fa- 
voured by bees. The astrantias 
and other plants in the Laurent- 
Perrier Garden will create the 
right flower mix which will sub- 
tly attract bees.” 

In the Great Pavilion, the Brit- 
ish Beekeepers’ Association 
Urban Beekeeping exhibition 
will demonstrate to visitors how 
they can safely keep their own 
honey bees in an urban environ- 
ment. The exhibit shows how 
bees can thrive in an urban envi- 
ronment as they have a massive 
range of trees and garden plants 
on their doorstep. Bees can find 
nectar everywhere in the city, 
from street trees to railway em- 
bankments. 

The Children’s Society Chic 
Garden takes inspiration from 
the song Lust for Life by Iggy Pop 
and features plants including 
eryngiums (to encourage birds) 
and salvias (to encourage bees). 


As bees like warm, sunny 
weather the warmer climates are 
to their liking. However, warm 
winters cause young bumblebee 
queens to fail to go into normal 
hibernation in autumn or to wake 
up prematurely and try to start 
establishing their colonies in win- 
ter. These nests often cannot sur- 


vive during prolonged cold spells. 
Gardeners can help bees that do 
start emerging earlier in late win- 
ter/early spring by providing the 
right flowers - good plants to try 
include crocus, and grape hya- 
cinth (muscari) as well as 
pulmonaria. Clematis cirrhosa. 
Erica camea and spring-flower- 
ing mahonias. 

Old-fashioned varieties of 
cottage garden plants are full of 
nectar and a good food source for 
all insects, not just bees. If you 
bring bees into the garden you’re 
bringing in pollinators and you 
will also attract ho verflies which 
prey on aphids, so with the right 
kind of plants you can attract a 
lot of beneficial insects. 

Make sure the garden is shel- 
tered as you’ll have much more 
insect activity if it’s less windy. 
Put fruit in early on then go on to 
the annuals and herbaceous 
plants and you should be able to 
provide a source of nectar for 
bees right through the year. 

Other good plantings include 
Leopard’s bane, Doronicum, a 
group of yellow daisy-flowered 
perennials which are clump form- 
ing, hardy, will grow in most soils 
and take shade. To attract bees 
later in the season, try Sedum 
spectabile, the ice plant, and 
Calaminthanepeta, a herbaceous 
perennial whose small flowers 
last a long time. Alternative win- 
ners for bees include the giant 
scabious, Cephalaria gigantea, 
which can reach 8ft and pro- 
duces big yellow scabious flow- 
ers in summer.

Minimise siug and snaii damage 

1 . T ake a torch out in the evening, particularly after rain, and 
pick them off by hand. It may be labour intensive but it is still 
the best way to zap them. 

2. Place a ring of gritty sand and eggshells around susceptible 
plants such as hostas. 

3 . Consider placing vulnerable, leafy plants in containers away 
from walls (which slugs and snails can climb) and on a metal 
stand, which is difficult for them to get a hold on.

What’s in store 

We have mentioned many of the more common plants to be 
found in garden centres, but some of us are looking for more unu- 
sual plants and several are available, so ask and you may be shown 
some of these gems. 

» Plumeria commonly known as Frangipani is a delightful 
rather slow growing deciduous tree with very thick stems and 
clusters of fragrant flowers. Related to Oleanders the flowers are 
of similar colours ranging through the creams and whites to pink 
and red. A native of South America it needs a good rich soil mix- 
ture and to be grown in full sun during the growing period but 
only plant in the garden if you are in a frost-free zone. They, like 
so many plants benefit from an application of liquid fertiliser 
during the active growing and flowering season. Our 1 2-year old 
plants that grow in 54cm pots are now just over one metre high 
and flower profusely annually, but as they must be protected in 
winter, not only from frost but excessive rain we move them under 
the terrace during the winter months when they are dormant. If 
the growing tips become frosted you will have lost all chance of 
flowers during the following summer. 

» Another magnificent plant, Passiflora violacea is a very strong 
growing climber and as its name suggests has purplish, blue flow- 
ers throughout many of the summer months . It can grow to a length 
of four or more metres. It needs a well drained but moist, fertile 
compost in full sun or partial shade away from cold winds. Give 
water on a regular basis during the active growing period. This 
climber should be kept in temperatures above 5 °C although 0°C is 
acceptable as long as the plant has been well ripened during the 
summer months, but it certainly will not tolerate frost. 

» One of the most beautiful shrubs at present is a green leaved 
Cotinus coggygria - Smoke Tree - that is completely covered 
with smoky flame coloured plumes that are dazzling in the sun- 
light. These plumes mellow with age but are attractive for many 
months. It is hardy and needs to be planted in a well drained soil 
in sun or partial shade. It can be pruned in early spring to retain 
a compact shape. Madge and John Measures 


From plot to plate 


Chives (Allium 
schoenoprasum) 

Their mild onion-flavoured 
leaves are perfect chopped up in 
salad or added to sour cream to 
make a great accompaniment to 
jacket potatoes or barbecued 
meats. But the balls of purple 
flowers which chives produce 
also provide some welcome col- 
our to the herb garden or the 
front of the border. 

They can be sown indoors all 
year round on a windowsill, or 
outdoors in March and April. 
Seeds should be sprinkled 
evenly over the surface of com- 
post in small pots or trays and 
covered thinly. The soil needs to 
be kept moist. 

Whole potfuls can be planted 
out in borders or containers 
when all danger of frost has 
passed. Keep them well watered 
in sun or partial shade and cut 



They are perennial evergreens 
and their bulbs multiply quickly, 
so clumps will need dividing in a 
few years’ time in March or Oc- 
tober, carefully separating them 
into individual bulbs and replant- 
ing with the tips of the bulbs level 
with the soil surface.

How to cut slabs for a patio 


First things first: safety. Wear metal-capped boots, heavy-duty gloves 
and goggles when cutting paving slabs as they're heavy and can 
splinter. 


Start by marking your cut- 
ting line with a pencil on both 
sides of the slab. 

Now put two slabs on a bed 
of sand and put the slab that 
you're going to cut against them 
at an angle, with the pencil line 


on the top slab's edge. 

T aking a hammer and bolster 
chisel, chisel out a groove along 
the cutting line, then do the 
same on the other side of the 
slab. Keep doing this until the 
slab splits in two.

Back to new school rules 



Francis Gilbert, author of The New School 
Rules, spills the beans on how to get your 
child into a good school, how to get them 
settled, ways to get the most out of your 
child’s teacher, and how to improve their 
exam performance. 


It’s one of the most important 
choiees a parent can make - 
which school will be best for 
their child? 

Unfortunately, of course, 
parents are not the only ones in- 
volved in the choice that could 
have such a monumental impact 
on their child’s life. The school 
and/or the local education au- 
thority makes the final decision, 
and all too often it’ s not the one 
the parents were hoping for. 

But in many cases they could 
have got the school of their 
choice - if they ’ d just played the 
system right. 

So says the author of a new 
book that aims to help parents 
and children get what they want 
and need from the education 
system - from winning a place at 


the best school, to helping chil- 
dren settle in, get the most from 
their teachers, and even deal with 
bullying. 

The book. The New School 
Rules, tackles the most funda- 
mental problem first: how to get 
your child into the best school. 

Author and English teacher 
Francis Gilbert says: “It can be 
very difficult for parents, par- 
ticularly if they live in areas 
where the schools are oversub- 
scribed. 

“I’ve spoken to a lot of par- 
ents who’ve moved so they can 
get their child into a good school, 
and many who ’ ve started going 
to church even though they’re 
atheist, just so they can get their 
child in a church school. It’s ab- 
surd.”

Gilbert stresses that often a 
parent’s problem with school 
admissions stems from the fact 
that they simply haven’t filled 
the forms in properly, or men- 
tioned special educational needs. 

“A special need could be that 
a child isn’t very good at read- 
ing, for example, yet some par- 
ents don’t think to mention that 
because they’re a bit embar- 
rassed about it. 

“And another special need 
that parents would be wise to 
mention is if their child is 
brighter than other children of 
their age. 

“Mentioning these things will 


help kids meet the criteria for the 
school they want.” 

But getting your child into a 
good school is only the first rung 
of the education ladder, and Gil- 
bert’ s book goes on to tackle is- 
sues including how to get the 
best out of the teachers, helping 
children with exams, and even 
how to avoid cyber-bullying. 

“Research has shown that 
parents don’t know what to ex- 
pect from a school, and they feel 
lost when they send their child 
there,” Gilbert says. 

In the book there ’ s a checklist 
of questions parents should be 
asking, from what the toilet ar- 


rangements are, to getting a map 
of the school. 

And then there’s advice on 
what to do about various prob- 
lems, such as when a child 
doesn’t settle in at school, or 
doesn’t like a teacher. 

Gilbert warns that the educa- 
tion system is a potential mine- 
field that parents need guiding 
through, although he does stress: 
“If you motivate your child, it 
doesn’t matter what school they 
goto.”

Many adults who reminisce 
about early childhood believe the 
freedom to play and lack of pres- 
sure was the most wonderful 
thing about it. 

But now new measures are 
being introduced which some 
believe may threaten that unfet- 
tered early development through 
monitoring and assessment, and 
creaming off the brightest pupils, 
from a very young age. 

The first of the measures, the 
Early Years Foundation Stage 
(EYES), is a framework that sets 
the standards for the develop- 
ment, learning and care of chil- 
dren from birth to five. 

From September 2008, all reg- 
istered early years providers like 
childminders and nurseries will 
have to use the EYES, which fea- 
tures targets such as babies being 
able to show they can communi- 
cate by “crying, gurgling, bab- 
bling and squealing”. 

The programme is expected to 
be grouped into six areas includ- 
ing, communication, language and 
literacy, problem-solving, rea- 
soning and numeracy, and knowl- 
edge and understanding of the 
world. 

Carers will have to prepare 
toddlers for the 3R’s, with early 
preparation for writing involving 
“playing with fingers and toes 
and focusing on objects around 
them”, while in numeracy babies 
should “develop an awareness of 
shape, form and texture”. 

The carers will have to moni- 
tor children’s progress, and face 
checks by Ofsted inspectors. 

The scheme has been wel- 
comed by theNational Day Nurs- 
eries Association 
(NDNA), 



although its chief executive 
Pumima T anuku warns that good 
support is key to its success. 

“This framework will help en- 
sure that nurseries can truly make 
sure a child gets the best start in 
life. 

“We especially welcome how 
its key principles promote the im- 
portance of ensuring that children 
are cared for in a loving and secure 
environment where they can en- 
joy developing at their own 
pace.” 

Inspectors and local authorities 
should get the right training, she 
says, stressing that the NDNA is 
concerned about staff-children ra- 
tios for the over-threes. 

“We question how private and 
voluntary nurseries can support 
the cost of improvement without 
raising fees for parents.” 

But not everyone welcomes 
the changes. Margaret Morrissey 
of the National Confederation of 
Parent Teachers says the 
empahsis at such a young age 
should be on love, not learning. 

“My concern is that carers are 
going to spend too much time 
teaching very young children to 
read and write instead of giving 
them the love and care they 
need. The people that care for 
them can’t do both, 

“We want them to learn and 
develop, but having aregimented 
curriculum is asking too much of 
such young children.” 

A second measure proposed 
by the government is that gifted 
children are singled out by 
teachers from the age of 
four-and-a-half so

can be offered extra classes at 
university summer schools, or 
Saturday morning tuition. 

But Morrissey stresses that 
such young children can prob- 
ably learn just as much at home 
with their parents, adding: 
“More formal teaching and learn- 
ing can put pressure on young 
children. Let them develop 
through the system we’ve al- 
ready got.” 

Peter Price, chair of the Na- 
tional Primary Heads Associa- 
tion, stresses that learning 
through play is the best way for 
very young children to progress. 
He adds: “If children are selected 
for their own improvement and 
according to their needs, it has to 
be to their advantage, but if it’ s 
to fast-track children and put 
pressure on them before they ’ re 
ready, it would be unfair. 

“If it’ s done with the willing- 
ness of the child, I can’t see a 
problem - although a young child 
can learn at home with the fam- 
ily as well.”

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School holidays - avoiding holidays from hell 


While most children are count- 
ing down to the start of the sum- 
mer holidays, it’s a fair bet their 
parents won’t be quite as excited. 
The experts explainhow to ensure 
your family survive the summer 
holidays without getting bored or 



goingbroke. 

When you’re a child, there’ s no 
greater feeling thanhaving several 
blissfril weeks of summer holidays 
stretch out before you. No school, 
no homework, no problems. 

But for parents, those same 
weeks can seem an endless ordeal - 
juggling childcare and trying to or- 
ganise time off, not to mention be- 
ing seen as a bottomless source of 
money and entertainment. 

The key to surviving holiday 
time is to relax and enjoy it, says 
Parentline Plus deputy chief execu- 
tive Gil Loughran. 

“If s quite important for parents 
and children to enjoy themselves. 
Don’t gettoo anxious and worried 
about whatyou’re goingto do - if s 
nice just to chill out together. See it 
as a good opportunity to spend 
time with your children.” 


But Loughran admits holidays 
can be hard work, particularly for 
families in conflict. 

“Parents bringing up their chil- 
dren alone and separated families 
in disagreement over where chil- 
dren will spend their time, can also 
find the holidays stressful and de- 
pressing, underlining the fact that 
the family has changed,” she says. 

Whatever your situation, 
Loughran says the secret of suc- 
cessfully surviving the schoolholi- 
days is aimingfor abalance ofplan- 
ning and spontaneity. 

“I think if s best to have a mix- 
ture of planning and taking it day 
by day. Planning ahead is particu- 
larly good for parents who are sepa- 
rated or divorced.

shouldn’tfeel like theirparents are 
arguing aboutthem,” she advises. 

Psychotherapist Jill Curtis 
agrees, saying separated parents 
should try to avoid turning the 
school holidays into a tug of war. 

“It is hard when a freshly 
blended family or stepfamily is dis- 
rupted because one child has to be 
off with the ‘ other’ parent. Y et, for 
some separated mothers and fa- 
thers it is the only period they have 
to spend extra time with their chil- 
dren.

good for kids to get bored - some- 
times they’re quite happy just sit- 
ting around. Parents should realise 
they don’t need to over-stimulate 
their children.” 

Nor does entertaining your kids 
over the holidays necessarily mean 
spending lots of money, she says. 

“Parents get terribly worried it 
will be expensive. But quite often

He has, himself, recently com- 
pleted the National Qualifica- 
tion for Head Teachers, now a 
requirement for all new Heads 
in the UK. 

This year, while stressing that 
we are a non-selective school and 
encourage all our students to en- 
ter for external examinations, we 
are again optimistic that results 
will be even better than last year. 
Though how to improve on 
1 00% pass rate at A Level (2006) 
is another question.

Ola 
Love2Dance La Isla featured a 
beach-like setting with several 
false palm trees, bean bags, um- 
brellas and huge fans with va- 
porized water coming out to cool 


down those who had been danc- 
ing for hours and free Ola ice 
creams. Ola Love2Dance Giant 
Sphere attracted thousands to 
the ongoing dance party where 
incredible lighting effects were 
projected onto the walls of the 
sphere, which was visible from 
all over the arena. Last but not 
least, the Main Stage attracted 
thousands to watch the incred- 
ible lighting effects reminiscent 
of the stage U2 used in their 
Vertigo Tour, but with subtle 
differences. 

For those who got tired of 
jumping up and down to the 
constant live music there were 
other areas to keep them enter- 
tained such as; the TMN Dome 


V illage where freebies were given 
out to the lucky ones and mobile 
users could top up their batteries ; 
Sapo AeroDrome featured hot air 
balloons scheduled to take flight 
around the arena, unfortunately 
they couldn’t due to strong winds; 
at the Organics Styling zone long 
queues formed mostly by girls 
queuing up to get a new and 
improved hair style; Coca-cola 
Dinner in the Sky featured a 22 
seated restaurant 30 metres high 
for VIPs to dine on and unique 
artistic visual effects were expe- 
rienced by thousands atthe Coca- 
Cola Luminaria where colours 
and art were proj ected onto walls 
and clothing along with Chill out 
music. 

The Portuguese League 
Against Aids were also there 
making sure that every young 
person was protected by giving 
out 1 0,000 condoms and making 
sure that they understood the 
dangers of having unprotected 
sex. 

One of the biggest disappoint- 
ments of the event was the live 
concert on the main stage by the 
incredible punk band Placebo, 
who brought fans into the Portu- 
guese capital from as far as Italy 
only to be disillusioned when 
they decided to cut their set half 
anhour earlier than expected due 
to ‘illness’ according to organiz- 
ers. However, for the short time 
that they were on stage they did 
give a good performance as al- 
ways, with ‘Meds’ and ‘Aller- 
gic’ being the favourite songs 
sung and danced to by the audi- 
ence, although the biggest fans 
agreed that the concert wasn’t 
their best, stating lead singer 
Brian was “distant from the au- 
dience” and “not as lively as the 
concert at the Super Bock Super 


Rock”. 

The disappointment was fol- 
lowed by an incredible perform- 
ance by electro-rock band the 
Prodigy, which got everyone 
rocking to their new and old 
school songs alike such as ‘Fire 
Starter’ and ‘Smack My Bitch 
Up ’ . Although singer Keith Flint 
seemed to be a little bit ‘over 
excitable’ throughout the con- 
cert, leaving MC Maxim alone 
on stage at some times. Despite 
this, the set was flawless but 
those who were in front of the 
main stage left looking darker 
than when they arrived, due to 
thousands of people who were 
jumping up and down to their 
catchy tunes, and dust being 
scattered in the air. 

Creamfields Lisboa was thor- 
oughly enjoyed by most, but 
some criticized the lack of food 


stands, forcing hundreds of peo- 
ple to queue up for three to four 
hours for a hamburger. Another 
criticism was that the Ola Love 
to Dance areas were too small for 
the number of people that the 
event usually attracts. By the 
end of the event, the renowned 
DJ David Guetta who closed the 
Ola Love do Dance La Isla, had 
hundreds of people dancing the 
night away at the area, and an- 
other four thousand people danc- 
ing around the La Isla. From the 
time that Ola Love2dance Sphere 
at the Silent Club opened, it 
received queues of hundreds, 
which quickly grew into thou- 
sands as the night progressed, 
leaving many outside in the cold. 

However, despite the hiccups 
Creamfields’ organizers have 
promised an even bigger andbet- 
ter event in 2009.

Yolanda King has died in Santa Monica, 
California. The eldest of the late civil rights 
leader’s four children passed away on 
Tuesday, May 15, although the cause of death 
is still unknown. Yolanda King, 51, was a 
prominent activist in her own right, and 
starred in films such as 2000’s Odessa and 
1996’s Ghosts Of Mississippi. Paying tribute to 
the late actress, fellow activist Reverend Al 
Sharpton says, ‘‘Yolanda was the torch bearer 
for her parents and a committed activist in 
her own right.

Press coverage of 
Madeleine’s disappearance 

SIR, I should like to assure 
your correspondent from 
Cascais, Carmen Patricia Teles, 
that others are baffled by the ex- 
tensive media coverage of the 
missing child from Luz. This 
coverage would be dispropor- 
tionate in Britain and I cannot help 
but feel that the photogenic as- 
pects of the child and the fact that 
she seems to be part of an equally 
photogenic, churchgoing family 
(in itself a rarity) in idyllic sur- 
roundings, have given the j oumal- 
ists an added angle to keep them 
in the sunny Algarve rather than 
facing their usual routines of stab- 
bings and shootings in grim inner 
city estates. 

It would seem that they have 
every reason to prolong the cam- 
paign even if it means, in the Brit- 
ish press, damaging innuendoes 
about one of those “questioned”. 
If this sounds cynical I should 
point out that I have first-hand 
knowledge ofBritishjoumalists. 
Some of the Portuguese press 
have gone even further and made 
appalling statements about one 
of those “questioned”, who, un- 
der the law pretending to prevent 
prejudicing a fair trial, has no 
chance to rebut the accusations. 

Maybe I have missed some- 


thing but I don’t recall reading of 
any Portuguese being taken for 
“questioning”. Whilst I realise 
that a resort will attract many 
non-Portuguese, there must 
surely be plenty of Portuguese 
living and/or working in the area 
who couldhave knowledge of the 
apartments and complex. My 
first comment on hearing of the 
apparent abduction “I bet they 
won’ t be looking for a Portuguese 
suspect” would appear to have 
been fulfilled. 

The mistreatment of any child 
is deplorable and I recognise both 
tragic cases to which your corre- 
spondent referred but perhaps 
the Portuguese media could learn 
something from the current cov- 
erage of Madeleine McCann and 
ask for more help with home- 
grown cases of child abuse and 
abduction. I am sure that the lo- 
cal British press would be happy 
to work with their Portuguese 
colleagues in such matters. 

I would question some of the 
developments in the Madeleine 
campaign as I can see only law- 
yers, accountants and publicity 
people benefitting from such 
courses, but general publicity and 
involvement could be of help in 
some instances.

Madeleine makes us think ... 

SIR, As an old Fleet Street hack 
r ve been following the media hue 
and cry over missing Madeleine 
with more than usual interest. 

What a pity some sections of 
the British tabloid press chose 
early on to attack the Portuguese 
police. It’s a sad fact that as arace 
of people we still tend to believe 
we are the best in the world at eve- 
rything. Most of us know it’ s not 
true, but the belief is so deeply 
embedded in our subconscious it 
still comes out when we feelpow- 
erless and unsure of ourselves. 

At such times we have a habit 
of resorting to hectoring and bul- 
lying - and thus it was with the 
British journalists when they 
thought they weren’t getting the 


respect and co-operation they ex- 
pected from the Policia Judiciaria. 

Old media hands know the for- 
mula . . . if by about Day 5 of a ma- 
jor investigation you have noth- 
ing left to write then attack the 
police. If they are foreign police 
so much the better... the story 
writes itself and they instantly 
become “bungling Inspector 
Clouseau cops”. 

Unfortunately, the media barbs 
on this occasion were completely 
undeserved. The P J, by any stand- 
ard, is one of the best police forces 
in the world. If the Madeleine case 
can be cracked they will do it. If 
she can be found they will fmdher. 

But they have to work within 
the constraints of their own legal 
system, which is quite different 
from ours. Before launching into 
formulaic attacks on police meth- 
ods - simply because they are dif- 
ferent - visitors to this country 
should try to understand a little 
about how it works. 

Police procedures - and Portu- 
guese journalism - may never be 
quite the same as a result of the 
Madeleine case. There will be le- 
gal reforms and the Portuguese - 
with their inherent culture of re- 
spect - may well become more de- 
manding. The investigation has 
highlighted the need for some re- 
form of the ‘secrets of justice’ 
principle just as terrorism in the 
UK has prompted urgent reviews 
of our individual freedom rights . 

Lawyers, who make a good liv- 
ing from so-called human rights 
emanating from the mists of time, 
will doubtless go to their graves 
fighting any change. But they 
don ’ t actually matter. The simple 
truth in a modem society is that 
legislation should be seen to rep- 
resent the interests of the well- 
meaning maj ority first, the rights 
of the victim next and only then 
those of the wrongdoer. 

The point about the Portu- 
guese is that, like us, they do a lot 
of things differently from other 
nations. Like us they have been 
around a long time and they know 
a thing or two. 


When they decide to do some- 
thing new they invariably make a 
spectacular success of it. But they 
don’t change things for the sake of 
change and changes don’ t happen 
overnight. 

They are rightly proud of their 
way of life, which has endured for 
so long. It is what makes Portugal 
so special - and if s something we 
smart Brits can still learn from.

Many children have disap- 
peared (in Portugal and the UK) 
and they never had so much at- 
tention as Maddie, now all the 
time we see celebreties , includ- 
ing a few Portuguese, appealing 
to find her, and offering rewards, 
but where were they when the 
other children disappeared in 
Portugal? Remember the little 
baby called Andreia Elizabete, 
who was kidnapped from hospi- 
tal, because her parents were so 
poor some neighbours even ac- 
cused them of selling their baby 
to someone. 

In Madeleine ’ s case everyone 
is helping and doing everything 
they can, something that our 
country never did. Why didn ’ t all 
the ex-pat residents in Portugal, 
especially in the Algarve, help out 
when Joana disappeared? The 
only thing she had was a JCB ... 
[Searching for herbody.] 

If Madeleine didn’t look like a 
doll and was so young, would she 
have had so much attention? 
Does anyone believe that if she 
was a little African girl or even if 
she had dark hair and eyes there 
would have been so much inter- 
est and help? I doubt it. The maxi- 
mum coverage she would have 
had would have been a couple of 
days on the front page and maybe 
on the television news once or 
twice, no more than that. 

If her parents were Portuguese 
doctors and she was called 
Madalena and she had been kid- 
napped in a resort in England, 
would the English authorities 
have done so much as the Portu- 
guese are doing at the moment? I 
am sure they wouldn’t.

SIR, Last year I contacted you 
concerning an environmental 
noise problem in this area, which 
is in the Camara of Almada dis- 
trict. 

The end of term festivities that 
take place nightly over 5 consecu- 
tive days at the Escola de Egas 
Moluz in Granja are purgatorial 
for all the residents within a 
2V2km. radius of the school. Ironi- 
cally, this is a school of medicine 
and pharmaceuticals. Maybe 
their purpose is to encourage the 
purchase of sleep inducing drugs ! 

The ‘disco’ takes place in a 
marquee in the grounds of the 
building. The music is amplified 
(if you can call the drum banging 
music) and radiated to the entire 
neighbourhood. In this area are: 
Casa de Ear, Repousos e Idosos, 
as well as the general hospital. Yet 
there appears to be no considera- 
tion of any of these factors. The 
music turned down a few decibels 
would be tolerable, but from 22- 
24.00 and then again from 2.30- 
4am, nightly we are subjected to 
this thoughtlessness. 

I have visited the school, who 
told me the Camara had granted 
a licence until 4am. We have 
consulted the CNR officers of 
the Ambiente in Almada and the 
Portuguese Environmental 
Agency, only to be passed on 
elsewhere. Some people in the 
area are driven away from their 
homes for these 5 nights in May, 
and 5 nights in October, when 
term commences. While the rest 
of us are like walking zombies 
due to lack of sleep. 

I suspect the local Camara 
have no idea, when granting the 
licence, of the level or range of 
the noise emitted on these occa- 
sions. Have you any sugges- 
tions, via your readers, of how 
to deal with the problem?

45g garlie and herb cream cheese (Boursin or similar)

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The Guernsey escape 



Before me the shimmering sea is a paiette of coiours, shifting between turquoise and deep 
bottie green. I have to shieid my eyes from the dazzling sun. In the middle of the crescent-shaped 
bay, a beautiful white yacht hints at a world of extravagance and leisure. 


So why do I stand here, hesi- 
tating, instead of running to- 
wards the yacht and plunging 
into the cooling water? 

The reason is that, despite 


appearances, this isn’t Ithaca, or 
Kalkan, or anywhere else in 
Greece or Turkey - or, for that 
matter, the Caribbean. I’m in 
Guernsey in the Channel Islands, 


late in the summer, and the sea 
temperature is around 14C. Gin- 
gerly, I step across the smooth 
shingle. The cold hits with a kick 
that makes me draw breath, and 


I’m back on shore in a few min- 
utes. My companion, who I 
swear is the product of a genetic 
experiment involving humans 
and seals, appears quite at home 
and quickly becomes a dot in the 
distance. 

Later we walkup the hill, along 
the thickly wooded path that 
leads back to the hotel. Here, the 
illusion continues, with trees and 
plants that seem strangely exotic, 
rmreminded of JG Ballard’ s The 
Unlimited Dream Company, in 
which a dormitory town by the 
Thames is transformed into a 
tropical, parallel universe. 

The Fermain Valley Hotel 
stands impressively above the 
bay, commanding glorious 
views. Dating back to 1787 and 
having recently been completely 
refurbished, the big, cream-col- 
ouredbuilding was once the home 
of senior German officers billeted 
there during the war. 

Today’s residents are rather 
different, lacking uniforms but 
possibly sharing a similar inter- 
est in health and fitness. The ho- 
tel is part of an unusual empire 
based on vitamin supplements 
and nutrient products. 

Healthspan’ s mail order busi- 
ness has proved so successful 
that it now not only owns two 





hotels, in Guernsey and Alder- 
ney, but an airline. Blue Skies, 
flying from Bournemouth and 
Biggin Hill in Kent. 

With health and wellbeing in 
mind, guests at the hotel do more 
than merely admire the grand 
view from the terrace, or enjoy 
the first class food on offer. Pack- 
ages include activity courses such 
as walking (gentle or demanding), 
sketching, watercolour painting, 
or even an introduction to com- 
puters. 

Indoor events take place in the 
hotel ’ s light and airy ‘ discovery 
centre’, which overlooks land- 
scaped gardens. For the more 
energetic there’s also an indoor 


swimming pool, and a private 
cinema ensures entertainment 
even on rainy days. 

One ofthe best kinds of activ- 
ity is simply to explore the 
coastal paths. Fermain Bay, 
where I had my chilly dip, is not 
the only enchanted spot on the 
island. There are many other 
beautiful bays, as well as majes- 
tic cliffs and superb sandy 
beaches. Miles of tended path- 
ways encircle the island, winding 
their way through woods and 
wild flowers tracing the precipi- 
tous rims of rocky coves. 

St Peter Port is only about an 
hour’ s walk away. The colourful 
and exuberant harbour town is an

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example of modem European 
cuisine, combining British and 
French flavours. W ith no VAT to 
pay, bargains can be found at al- 
most every comer. As well as all 
the usual high street stores, there 
are shops selling a plethora of 
unusual gifts, jewellery, glass and 
antiques. 

Situated in St Peter Port and 
overlooking the sea is one of the 
island’s greatest treasures, the 
house where V ictor Hugo stayed 
for more than 1 5 years after his 
exile from France. Hauteville 
House has been preserved ex- 
actly as it was when the French 
novelist lived and wrote there, 
and is a testament to Hugo’s ex- 
traordinary creativity and unu- 
sual view of the world. 

Every room is a fantastical 
confection of styles and colours 
- some dazzling bright, others 
cloaked in gothic gloom. There are 
complex candelabras, intricately 
carved fireplaces and pillars, 
paintings, tapestries and mirrors. 
Nymphs and sprites dance in 
every direction, while grotesque 
gargoyles and skulls stare down 
at visitors on guided tours. The 
house is definitely spooky, per- 


haps reflecting Hugo’ s interest in 
spiritualism and the paranormal. 

A 20-minute ferry ride out of 
St Peter Port takes you to another 
j ewel, Herm Island. Here, you can 
really relax away from the noise 
and commotion of the 2 1 st cen- 
tury. There ’ s no traffic because all 
motor vehicles are banned, and 
even bicycles are outlawed, but 
since the island is so small, meas- 
uring a mere one-and-a-half miles 
by half a mile, it doesn’t matter - 
you can walk to most of the places 
you want to go. 

The north of the island is sur- 
rounded by sandy beaches, while 
the south - where clownish puf- 
fins can be seen in the spring - is 
mggedand rocky. Oneofthe high- 
lights of Herm, and not far from 
the landing jetty, is the aptly 
named Shell Beach. 

As you arrive on the golden 
sand that stretches in an unbro- 
ken line for almost three quarters 
of a mile, small groups of people, 
young and old, can be seen wan- 
dering aimlessly like zombies, 
staring at their feet. 

They’re searching for shells, 
which are carried to Herm on 
warm ocean currents and litter the

Ask the expert 

My 1 3-year-old daughter goes on internet chat rooms 
all the time. How can I make sure she's safe without 
reading heremails and texts? 


Kam Matham, head of Chil- 
dren and T eehnology atthe chil- 
dren's charity NCH, says: 
"T eehnology has had a massive 
impact on our day-to-day lives, 
but with all new technologies 
there can be problems. 

We hear problems of child 
sex abuse images increasing in 
number, paedophiles grooming 
children on the internet, mobile 
phone bullying and children be- 
ing exposed to adult content. 
Child protection is all our re- 
sponsibility, but parents play a 
crucial part in protecting chil- 
dren from these dangers. Too 
often it's children, not their par- 


ents, who are in the driving seat 
when it comes to the use of tech- 
nology. 

NCH has developed a set of 
Net Smart rules for both parents 
andyoungpeopleto followto en- 
sure that youngsters remain safe 
online. These can be found at 
www.nch.org.uk/intemetsafety 

Parents should discuss these 
rules with their children to en- 
sure that they know how to stay 
safe. This would be a constmc- 
tive step towards ensuring their 
child is safe without breaching 
their privacy ortmst, andithelps 
maintain a healthy relationship 
between parent and child. "

you have so far managed to ignore the dire warnings about skin 
safety and the sun, now is the time to wake up and face facts: 
exposing unprotected skin to the sun's rays - in bright daylight 
in ANY kind of weather - is dangerous. 


Rather safe than sunburnt 

The following is recommended to help reduce the risk of damage to 
the skin from sun exposure 


It is best to keep babies un- 
der six months out of the sun 
completely; 

Use minimum SPF30 sun 
blocks and apply them at least 
3 0 minutes before going into the 
sun; 

Sun block helps, but your 
child should still not be exposed 
to the sun for long periods; 

Stay out of direct sunlight be- 
tween 1 0am and 3pm; 

Cloud does not protect from 
sun radiation so bright grey 
days are dangerous, too; 

Go to the beach or park early 
or late in the day; 

Water and sand increase sun 
ray reflection so be very aware 
in these settings; 

Buy a sun screen that's wa- 
ter-resistant and renew it after 
being in water; 

Don't forget feet, hands, ears, 
neck etc.; 

Find a good sun hatyour child 
will not keep removing, and try 
to geta'legionnaire's' design with 
apiece of fabric that drops down 
the back to protect the neck; 

Choose thick- weave fabrics, 
UV -protective parasols , beach- 
tents and summer clothes to pro- 
tect your child.

screen. Sunscreen shouldn't be 
used as an alternative to clothing 
and shade, rather it offers addi- 
tional protection. 

A sunscreen with SPF30 or 
more and at least four UVA stars 
is a good choice for children, as 
well as light, loose-fitting cotton 
clothing, hats are important - al- 
though baseball caps aren't ideal, 
as they don't protect the neck and 
ears, which are common sites of 
skin cancer in later life. 

Many parents still don't realise 
just how important it is to protect 
children's skin from the sun. Be- 
cause people think of skin cancer 
as a disease that affects adults, 
they may not make the link be- 
tween exposing the skin to sun 
damage as a child and develop- 
ing skin cancer in later life.

Dr Kat Arney of Cancer Re- 
search UK agrees, warning: 
"Even though it's only spring, the 
sun is quite powerful and you can 
get burnt. "Children's skin is very 
delicate, and if s importantto pro- 
tect it, because sunburn in child- 
hood is linked to skin cancer later 
in life." 

Research shows that sunburn 
in childhood can double the risk 
of getting skin cancer later in life. 
Studies also suggest that the ma- 
jority of UV damage suffered by 
our skin occurs before the age 
of20. 

So young skin needs protect- 
ing: it is recommended thatbabies 
are always kept out of the sun, 
and other children should be pro-

may not be aware that there can 
occasionally be reflected light in 
the shade, that ababy's skin might 
not tolerate sunscreen, or that a 
wet, white t-shirt lets through 
nearly as much sun as no shirt at 
all. 

Parents need to remember that 
it only takes one sun safety mis- 
take to lead to sunburn. Such a 
mistake was made by Lisa 
Walker, who left her eight-month- 
old son Christian asleep in his 
pram in the sunshine for about 
half an hour last March. 

She says: "I decided that there 
was no way the sun could be 
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Fleas and Ticks 


Due to last winter being mild and wet, there are a lot of fleas and 
ticks around this season. But what are they and how can we get rid 
of 

Flea is the common name for any of the small wingless insects of 
the order Siphonaptera. Fleas are external parasites, living by feed- 
ing off the blood of mammals and birds. Some well-known flea spe- 
cies include: 

Cat Flea (Ctenocephalides felis), 

Dog Flea {Ctenocephalides cams), 

Human Flea (Pw/ex 

Fleas are small ( 1 .5 to 3 .3 mm) long, agile, usually dark coloured 
insects with tube-like mouthparts adapted to feeding on the blood 
of their hosts. Their bodies are flattened side to side permitting 
easy movement through the hairs. Their legs are long, the hind pair 
well adapted for jumping (vertically up to 18 cm. In most cases 
fleas are just a nuisance to their hosts, but some people and some 
animals suffer allergic reactions to flea saliva resulting in rashes. 
Flea bites generally result in the formation of a swollen itching spot 
with a single puncture point at the centre. 

However, fleas can act as a transmitter of disease. One example 
being the bubonic plague. 

Fleas pass through a complete life cycle consisting of four stages, 
egg, larva, pupa and adult. Completion of the life cycle from egg to 
adult varies from two weeks to eight months depending on the tem- 
perature, humidity, food, and species. Normally after a blood meal, 
the female flea lays about 1 5 to 20 eggs per day - up to 600 in its 
lifetime - usually on the host. Eggs loosely laid in the hair coat drop 
out almost anywhere, especially where the host rests, sleeps or 
nests (rugs, carpets, upholstered furniture, cat or dog boxes, ken- 
nels, sandboxes, etc.). Eggs hatch between two days to two weeks 
into larvae. Larvae are blind, avoid light, pass through three larval 
stages and take a week to several months to develop. Pupae mature 
to adulthood within a silken cocoon woven by the larva. In about 
flve to fourteen days, adult fleas emerge. They can remain in their 
cocoons up to 12 months in the absence of a host or unfavourable 
climatic conditions. Vibrations and/or elevated temperature stimu- 
late adults to emerge. This ability of flea pupae to wait until a host 
arrives can result in a sudden increase of adult fleas when they emerge 
simultaneously from many accumulated flea pupae. 

Each stage of a tick’s life cycle requires a blood meal in order to 
reach the next stage. They lay their eggs in secluded, grassland ar- 
eas, laying anywhere between 1 00 - 6000 eggs, which take 2 weeks 
to hatch. Once hatched, the larvae move up the grass in search of 
their first blood meal, after which they drop to the ground and moult 
into the nymph stage. They can remain dormant for a year before 
finding their next host. Once fed, the engorged nymph drops to the 
ground and moults, becoming an adult. Another year may pass before 
the next host is found. Once the adult female finds a new host, she 
can increase her size by over 100 times. During her 8 to 12 days 
feeding, she will mate and then drop off to lay her eggs beginning 
the cycle again. 

Protection for your pet can be given in a variety of ways - see 
you veterinarian or pet supply store for more detailed informa- 
tion. The most commonly used combination is a Scalibor collar for 
dogs along with Frontline spot-on. The Scalibor collar gives pro- 
tection from ticks for 5-6 months, it doesn’t stop the tick attach- 
ing but will kill the tick within the first 24 hours (reducing the risk 
of disease transmission), Scalibor also protects your dog against 
fleas and sandflies (which are responsible for spreading 
Leismanosis). Frontline is a monthly spot-on application for dogs 
and cats, and is also recommended for the control of fleas. Other 
combinations of protection are: Advocate combined with the 
Scalibor collar: Advantix for 3 months and then Frontline Combo 
for 3 months combined with Stronghold. The choices of combina- 
tions give you the option to choose which works best for your pet. 

There are natural products available that offer protection from 
fleas, ticks, mites and mosquitoes. One is a product called Dyna- 
mite. This is available as a shampoo or an insect repellent. Dyna- 
mite shampoo contains Citronella Oil, Lavender, Citrus Extract 
and Tea Tree Oil and for the best results it is recommended that 
you shampoo weekly during the peak months. The repellent con- 
tains Citronella, Lavender, Tea Tree Oil, Lemongrass, Penny Royal 
and Cedarwood. This is good value for money because it can be 
diluted 1 0ml to 1 litre, and for heavy infestations will need to be 
applied twice a week but an application can last up to 4 weeks. 
Pennyroyal Dog and Cat Shampoo is a high quality shampoo from 
Dorwest Herbs. Pennyroyal is a plant that has a volatile oil in its 
leaves this gives off a strong minty aroma, and has been used to 
ward off mites and fleas since Roman times. Also available are Garlic 
tablets and Garlic & Fenugreek tablets from Dorwest Herbs. These 
products not only have the benefit of keeping away fleas, ticks and 
mosquitoes -parasites don’t like the strong smell/taste -but garlic 
is a symptomatic treatment for coughs and bronchial conditions, 
and has many beneficial effects for the general health of your pet. 
The Garlic & F enugreek also offer relief from rheumatism, arthri- 
tis, skin conditions and minor infections. Garlic Juice (Dorwest 
Herbs) is another good product to have to hand. You can spray it 
on a comb and comb it through your pet’ s coat for flea protection. 
These natural protection remedies can be used alongside the other 
chemical remedies. 

Make regular daily checking of your pet part of your routine. If 
you find a tick, what do you do? Care has to be taken in removing 
ticks as there is a high risk that the mouth of the tick will be left in 


Leishmaniose 


Leishmaniosis is a zoonose, 
which means it is an illness which 
affects both Humans and ani- 
mals. 

It is a serious parasitary dis- 
ease, caused by a microscopic 
protozoa, which is widely 
spread around the world, spe- 
cially in the areas whose climate 
is both warm and damp, as its 
vector (agent) of transmission is 
an insect similar to the mosquito, 
the phlebotomines. 

Is there Leishmaniosis in 
the Algarve? 

Yes. We often observe in Hos- 
pital Animal do Sul dogs with 
this disease. These cases are nor- 
mally observed when the own- 
ers of the dogs decide to bring 
their animals to the Hospital af- 
ter having noticed that their 
friends where not healthy, 
namely because they show signs 
of loss of weigh, lack of appe- 
tite or even cutaneous problems. 
In our territorial area of influ- 
ence the maj or areas of impact of 
this disease are the area of the 
Serra Algarvia, mainly Estoi, 
Moncarapacho, Louie, Sao Bras 
de Alportel, Silves, etc. 

How is the illness transmit- 
ted? 

The illness is transmitted by 
the phlebotomines, from dog to 
dog and from dogs to Humans, 
when the insect feeds after hav- 
ing ingested blood from an in- 
fected animal. 

In Europe, the dog is the main 


domestic reservoir of the disease 
and the source of infection to the 
phlebotomines. 

Is there a treatment if my 
dog is infected by this dis- 
ease? 

There is a treatment for leish- 
maniosis but not a cure, mean- 
ing that once your dog is in- 
fected, he is infected for life, as 
it would occur if he was diabetic 
or if he suffered from epilepsy. 

The treatment, initially con- 
sisting on the administration of 
injections, will give back your 
animal his joy of living and nor- 
mal behaviour, provided that 
you follow his daily medication 
(one or more pills each days de- 
pending on the weight of the ani- 
mal), and you take him to the 
veterinary with the frequency 
that he will advise you, so that 
the illness can be duly moni- 
tored (analysis). 

In Hospital Animal do Sul, 
we have several dogs whose dis- 
ease is totally monitored and 
controlled, that you would not 
say they were sick animals. 

May I do anything to pre- 
vent my dog from catching this 
disease? 

Y es you can. However, up to 
the present moment, there is no 
authorized effective vaccine for 
this disease. For this reason, we 
would advise you to keep your 
dog out of environments in 
which the insects can bite him, 
protecting him at home during

your pet, with the associated risk of infection. Pulling with tweez- 
ers is not recommended as blood can be pushed from the tick back 
into the pet as well as the risk of the mouth being left. There are 
many methods that people suggest for tickremoval. Butonemethod 
that many swear by now is using an O Tom Tick Remover. This 
little device retails at about €5 , and for that you get a large and small 
twister. These Twisters slide between the pet’s skin and the tick 
(safely encompassing the mouth). You then twist the Twister 
around and the tick is removed. Do not then squeeze the tick but 
dispose of it.

Which are the most com- 
mon clinical signs of leish- 
maniosis? 

Leishmaniosis is a serious 
parasitic disease which evolves 
slowly but constantly, driving 
your friend to death. 

Being a disease of slow pro- 
gression and if one is not per- 
fectly aware of his/her friend’s 
behaviour, you will only be able 
to detect its symptoms in an ad- 
vanced stage of the disease 

The most usual and easily no- 
ticeable symptoms of leish- 
maniosis are slow both constant 
thinning; scaling of the skin and 
seborrhoea on the animal’ s back, 
onychogryposis (exaggerate 
growth of your pet’s nails); loss 
of fur and ulceration around the 
eyes, elbows and heels and tip of 
the ears; oedema (swelling) of the 
paws; face muscle atrophy and 


epistaxis (bleeding from the nose) . 

To sum up, if your pet shows 
one or more of these symptoms 
please do not hesitate to visit us 
soon. 

Can I be infected with 
leishmaniosis if I am bitten by 
infected phlebotomines? 

Y es. However, the risk is very 
low for a person in a normal clini- 
cal situation. Nevertheless, the 
WHO estimates that 400.000 
new cases of human leishmanio- 
sis appear every year. On the 
other hand, this organization also 
stresses the growing number of 
imunodepressed patients in the 
South of Europe. 

Protect Public Health, 
yourself and your family and 
neighbours by taking your 
dog to a veterinarian doctor if 
you detect any of these symp- 
toms.

land are six times more likely to 
be taken to hospital, while those 
in the East - especially in the 
Essex area - are least likely to be 
emergency admissions. 

Asthma UK assistant director 
of Policy and Public Affairs, 
Mikis Euripides, says: “Al- 
though asthma is serious and 
widespread, there are around 
1 ,400 deaths a year, most people 
shouldn’t need to be admitted to 
hospital. 

“Unfortunately, it’s a post- 
code lottery when it comes to 
standards of asthma care. Many 
sufferers are given inadequate 
advice on how to control their 
symptoms, and aren’t having 
regular reviews to ensure they’re 
up to date with their treatment.” 

Researchers found that even 
after hospitalisation, one in four 
sufferers receive no information 
about follow-up treatment. Eur- 


ther, more than one in ten are 
unaware what to do if another 
attack occurs. 

Euripides says: “We believe 
better care could cut deaths by 
90%, and slash three quarters of 
the annual 80,000 hospital admis- 
sions. 

“Many who experience an 
emergency hospital admission 
for asthma, or care for those that 
do, have their lives blighted by 
fear of another severe attack. 
This should not be happening.”

WHAT IS ASTHMA? 

Asthma is a ehronie, inflam- 
matory lung disease eharaeter- 
isedby reeurrent breathing prob- 
lems.

People with the disease suffer 
‘attaeks’, or aeute episodes, 
when the air passages in their 


lungs narrow and breathing be- 
eomes diffieult.

:: If pollen or pollution are 
your triggers, keep a regular eheek 
on air quality and pollen levels 
published in newspapers or on 
the television so you ean plan 
travel and outings. If it’s a high 
pollen eount, try to stay indoors. 

:: Keep doors and windows 
elosed when the pollen eount is 
at its highest. Vaeuum and dust 
regularly with a damp eloth to 
remove lingering pollen or 
spores. 

: : Stop people smoking in your 
home. Smoking or inhaling other 
people’s smoke irritates the air- 
ways, whieh ean make hayfever 


symptoms worse. 

: : Smear vaseline inside your 
nose. This helps stop pollen and 
spores settling on the lining of 
your nose. 

: : Regularly splash your eyes 
with eold water. This will soothe 
andeool your eyes and will also 
help to flush out any pollen. 

:: Other triggers inelude life- 
style faetors: diet, exereise, smok- 
ing, and stress. Common house- 
hold triggers are animals, dust 
mites, moulds and fungi.

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The wonder of windmills

project based in Faro, restored 
this windmill in the small 
freguesia - parish - of Sao 
Miguel do Pinheiro some fifteen 
years ago. The original walls are 
approximately one metre thick, 
with the main millstone one hun- 
dred and thirty centimetres in di- 
ameter and weighing nine hun- 
dred kilograms. This stone is of 
French origin and has already 
been there for more than eighty 
years and is capable of grinding 
between sixty and eighty kilo- 
grams of maize or wheat hourly. 

The last miller helped with the 
renovation of the mill and was al- 
ways pleased to show people 
around ‘his’ mill while imparting 
fascinating information, but sadly 
this proud man died two years 
ago. However, it is still open for 
public viewing during weekdays . 
The Junta da Freguesia - Par- 
ish Council office - is open dur- 
ing work hours and they have the 
key. The windmill is situated in 
the middle of the village with the 
Junta da Freguesia in a low cot- 
tage just before reaching it. 

At the same time as the wind- 
mill was restored, a restaurant - 
O Sao Miguel - was also im- 
proved. This is open every day 
with Mariana and Antonio still 
running it. On arriving in Sao 
Miguel you can walk j ust beyond 
the windmill to order your lunch, 
that will take approximately one 
hour to prepare, or book your 
specified meal in advance by 
phoning286485 175. 


As you drive around Portugal and the southern area in particular you will see the occasional ruined, 
circularwindmill situated prominently on a hilltop or other elevated position. 


W indmills were obviously built 
onhigh points to obtain maximum 
wind power and until about fifty 
years ago were an important part 
of local economy before the ad- 
vent of electricity and more so- 
phisticated machinery. 

The first known reference to 
windmills was in 
9* century Ara- 
bic records when 
a Persian miller 
from 644 AD was 
mentioned. In 
those far off days 
the millstones 
were positioned 
above the sails. 

It is believed 
that the Arabs in- 
troduced the first 
windmills into 
France in 1180 
with Syria obtain- 
ing them in 1190 
closely followed 
by England one 
year later. With 
these three coun- 
tries setting an 
example the rest 
of Europe quickly 
followed suit. 

In the 13“^ cen- 
tury Genghis 
Khan sent Per- 
sian millers to 
China to instruct 
the local people 
there to build and operate them. 
This skill has survived, especially 
in the added use of mills for irri- 
gation. 

Most of the Portuguese mills 
are ‘havebeens’ having become 
redundant and falling into disre- 
pair, or they have been sold and 
then incorporated within holiday 
homes, especially in the tourist 
regions. 

There are however, a small 
number that are still used com- 
mercially and others that are in 


sail arms made from eucalyptus 
after the importation of these 
trees from Australia in 1 840. 

The main millstone is up to one 
hundred and thirty centimetres in 
diameter and weighs around nine 
hundred kilograms. Many of the 
Algarve and Alentejo stones 
came from 
Pademe in the 
eastern Algarve 
with the later 
ones of French 
origin, but in the 
centre of Portu- 
gal, Porto deMos 
on the northern 
border of the 
Parque Natural 
das Serras de 
Aire e 

Candeeiros as 
its name suggests, 
is well known for 
producing mill- 
stones with some 
featured in the 
centre of a 
roundabout in 
town. 

Most stones 
last from one hun- 
dred and fifty to 
two hundred 
years, but of 
course this fact is 
difficult to verity 
as the informa- 
tionhas only been 
passed down from great-grand- 
father to grand-father to father, 
with much of the local knowledge 
disappearing into narrative ! A cir- 
cumstance found not only here, 
but throughout all cultures. 

Inner round ‘pockets’ on the 
stones were filled with lead to 
balance them and therefore 
made them revolve perfectly and 
perhaps this is where the idea 
developed for balancing car 
tyres? 

The triangular sails that are like 


good working order, in many 
cases having been renovated for 
ethnological reasons. 

Traditionally, millers used to 
advertise that they were ready for 
more grain to grind by raising one 
sail. The last time that we saw this 
was about ten years ago in the 


Santana da Serra region but sadly, 
we believe that this windmill that 
overlooks the small town and can 
easily be seen from the A2, IP 1 , 
E I when travelling from Lisbon 
to the Algarve, is no longer in use. 

The walls of windmills are at 
least one metre thick and most 
roofs are thatched with rye straw 
that lasts much longer than other 
cereals. The roofs revolve on a 
huge ilex oakrim that is supported 
on a series of small wheels - also 
made from ilex - with the stout 


boat sails always face into the 
wind and are furled round the 
narrow spars, the latter strength- 
ened by wires that join them to- 
gether. Small earthenware cups 
on these wires ‘sing’ and there- 
fore any wind directional change 
alters the tone, thus indicating the 
necessity to move the sails back 
into the wind again. 

The sail direction is changedby 
different methods. Either manu- 
ally from outside, when the roof 
is revolved by long ropes that are 
secured by tying them to large 
stones that encircle the mill. The 
second method uses a winding 
gear within the roof that is much 
more convenient for the miller 
when the weather is bad. 

According to the wind power, 
between sixty and one hundred 
and fifty kilograms of maize or 
wheat can be ground hourly, but 
not barley as that grain is too fine. 

F ew, if any windmills are work- 
ing in the Alentej o nowadays, but 
there the millers have abed within 
the mill so that 
they can snatch 
a short sleep 
when the 
weather is fa- 
vourable for 
grinding cere- 
als, therefore 
working day 
and night. 

An easily 
reached loca- 
tion follows a 
very rough 
track that is not 
suitable for 
cars although it 
makes a spec- 
tacular walk. 

This one, high 
above Santana da Serra takes you 
to the Pomba windmill that sadly 
is no longer in use, but from this 
point you can look over to other 
remote ones that may still be 


working, but this location is usu- 
ally wonderful for observing but- 
terflies at this time of the year and 
therefore well worth the walk. 

Recently, we visited a restored 
windmill on the outskirts of San- 
tiago de Cacem. This we believe 
can be visited for a small fee al- 
though we were not there during 
opening times, but we found it 
extremely interesting. There is a 
leaflet available in Portuguese de- 
scribing the workings of this and 
other windmills and also a map 
of their locations within the San- 
tiago de Cacem district. 

To the north of Mafia, wind- 
mills abound, many renovated and 
now used as tiny holiday homes 
or for advertisement! 

A windmill in the Mertola 
concelho - council - just over 
the Algarve border in southern 
Alentejo, is easily accessible even 
for hire cars as it is situated within 
the village with very easy park- 
ing. It is comparatively easy to 
locate this windmill. Leave the 
IP 1 motorway at the Almodovar 
and Gomes Aires turn. Then pass 
by Gomes Aires and go through 
Almodovar and follow the 
Mertola road until you reach a 
right turn to Sao Miguel do 
Pinheiro. The village is approxi- 
mately thirty-four kilometres from 
the motorway.

Marshall, author of Deal Break- 
ers. “If you tell him that you 
need him to stop doing some- 
thing that is obnoxious, he will 
shift his behaviour beeause he 
loves you and does not want to 
lose you.

Bad habit hounds

Women are driven to distrac- 
tion by men who criticise their 
motoring skills, according to a 
new survey, and that’ s not their 
only bad habit.

The saying goes that you ‘can’t 
live withmen, can’t live without 
them’ . But according to recent re- 
search women definitely can’t 
drive with them! Male passen- 
gers irritate over two thirds of 
female drivers, according to in- 
surance company Diamond’s 
recent survey. 

W omen are driven around the 
bend by partners who criticise 
their motoring skills, give them 
useless directions when they al- 
ready know where they’re going, 
and flick the stereo to find their 
favourite (usually awful) music. 

But you don’t have to be con- 
fined in a car for men’ s annoying 
habits to drive a woman crazy. 
Leaving the toilet seat up, 
knuckle cracking, nose picking, or 
burping the alphabet... men’s ir- 
ritating traits can often be a ma- 
j or bugbear in a woman ’ s life. 

While a guy’s bad habits alone 
aren’t likely to land him in the 
divorce courts, persistent of- 
fenders of yukky behaviour can 
often be the cause of real tension 
in a relationship.

Rice 
believes men can pull off a fan- 
tastic cover-up act: “Men do hide 
their habits to begin with,” she 
says. “One man I once knew said, 
‘All men are great lovers. . . at the 
beginning. ’ But even then there 
will be clues at the start of the 
relationship of how they live and 
respect their environment.” 

If you’ve just started seeing 
someone and he thinks nothing of 
breaking wind during brunch with 
your parents, chances are things 
could get a whole lot worse. En- 
sure you tackle the terrible hab- 
its situation early on before he 
marks out his bad habit territory. 

Rice says : “The wrong way to 
react is to stuff back your anger 
and think ‘it doesn’t matter’ or ‘I 
shouldn’t be so petty’, as it 
could be the thing that breaks up 
your relationship one day.

Can women really turn their 
partner’ s niggling irritations into 
angelic behaviour - and should 
you? 

“Absolutely not”, says Jeff 
Maysh, senior staff writer at 
Loaded magazine. 

“Women get annoyed by the 
smallest things, like men leaving 
the toilet seat up. Is that their 
biggest problem, replacing a 
seat? It’s hardly manual labour 
is it? We are who we are, and the 
real beauty is finding a woman 
who can put up with the Loaded 
lifestyle, ie us rolling in drunk at 
Sam.” 

Maysh recommends turning 
the tables: “Don’t nag.

The Same Old Story 


Recently I read about a pas- 
toral candidate at a particular 
church in the United States. 
Hoping the church would vote 
to invite him to come pastor 
their church, he prepared and 
preached an impressive ser- 
mon. Hearing him preach, the 
congregation felt that he under- 
stood and spoke to the deepest 
needs of their hearts. What he 
shared was exactly what their 
church life needed. Best of all, 
he was nothing like the pastor 
they had recently pressured to 
leave their little fellowship. The 
young man received a unani- 
mous vote and was invited to 
become their new pastor. The 
people looked forward to hear- 
ing more from this talented 
preacher. 

Moving his family to their 
town it was soon time for his 
first Sunday sermon. Everyone 
was a bit surprised when the 
young preacher gave the same 
sermon he had given when vis- 
iting several months earlier. 
They were even more surprised 
and confused when he preached 
it again the next week. After the 
third week of hearing exactly 
the same message, annoyance 
replaced confiision. The church 
leadership met with their new 
pastor demanding to know 
what was going on. 

Undaunted by their ques- 
tions and concerns, the young 
pastor answered the leadership 
confidently. Imagine their 
shock when he calmly re- 
sponded; “I know what I am 
doing. Trust me. When you 
start living out this sermon, I 
will go on to my next one.” 


As I read the Old Testament I 
am amazed at how often God’ s 
chosen people turned away 
from Him, continually disobey- 
ing and following after false 
gods. I’ve read about God’s 
punishment and yet I have seen 
His readiness to forgive over 
and over again. Their sinful life- 
styles disgust me until God gen- 
tly taps me on the shoulder and 
says, ‘‘Look in the mirror, 
Joyce. Aren’t you just like 
them?” 

Jesus’ sermons when he 
walked this earth had a 
reoccurring theme. It should not 
surprise us that He wanted to be 
sure people understood what 
was required of them as His fol- 
lowers. The lifestyle and 
worldview Jesus taught was 
completely contrary to their 
way of thinking. It stood in 
stark contrast to even the teach- 
ing of the day’s religious lead- 
ers. He spoke repeatedly about 
forgiveness, servanthood and 
unconditional mercy, love and 
grace. 

In our Christian journey God 
cannot continue to share new 
and deeper truths with us until 
we obey what we have already 
heard from Him. No sermon or 
devotional reading is complete 
until it is put into practice.

third. 

Sporting Braga will return to 
the UEFA Cup next season (they 
were knoeked out by T ottenham 
this season) and will be joined in 
the eompetition by Belenenses 
and Pa 90 s de F erreira. 

At the other end of the table, 
Beira-Mar and Desportivo Aves 
will be playing their football in the 
Seeond Division next season, 
with their plaees being taken by 
Leixoes and Vitoria de 
Guimaraes.
